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St. Paul “Olympian” Partly 
Plunges Over Embank- 
ment on West Side. 


THREE TRAINMEN HURT. 


All steel coaches prevented a serious wreck 
late last night. 

Although the engine, the tender, and bag- 
gage coach of the Olympian, the crack coast 
bound train of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul railroad, left the track at Central 
Park avenue, not a person was killed. Engi- 
neer Haddock and Fireman Dole were scalded 
by steam and the baggage cierk was badly 
bruised, but not a passenger had to be re- 
moved to the hosiptal. 

The heavy engine still is lying across the 
tracks. The baggage coach lurched further, 
the forward end plunging over the embank- 
ment and landing in the street. The baggage- 
man had no chance to jump, but caught a 
strap when he felt the first jolt and swung 
out of the way of the trunks, which slid 
across the floor. 

Both of the engine crew Jumped. They did 
not leap in time to escape the floed of steam 
which burst from the engine, and were too 
stunned to crawl away until they were se- 
verely scalded. 


Throws Brakes; Jumps. 

Before Haddock jumped he had thrown on 
the brakes. The jar is supposed to have 
snapped the coupler back of the baggage 
coach and so prevented the passenger 
coaches from following it. According to St. 
Paul officials the speed within the city is 
Umited to twenty miles an hour. This 10 
probably all that averted a serious fatality. 

Battalion Chief Henry Wendt led the fire- 
men from engine company seventy-six and 
aided the police in the rescue work. The 
three injured men were placed in the ambu- 
lance and taken to hospitals. It is not thought 
any ia fatally hurt.

New York, March 21.—(Special.)—Fitth 


{vavenue had a good look at New York's unem- 


ployed this afternoon. Five hundred of them 
followed the black flag of anarchy from 
Union square to One Hundred and Seventh 
street, elbowing throngs of women shoppers 
from the sidewalk and hurling epithets of 
damnation at the massive Fifth avenue 
churches and well dressed passers-by. 

The march was carefully planned by Alex- 
ander Berkman, Emma Goldman, Curio 
Treaco, and other anarchists. There was no 
interference from the police. A meeting in 
Union square, from 1 o'clock until 4, started 
the demonstration. 

A dosen speakers exhorted the unemployed 
to stop asking for food and to fight for it. 
Then Alexander Bergman told them to form 
in line and march to the Francisco Ferrar 
school at 63 East One Hundred and Seventh 
street, where they would be fed and lodged. 

March Under Black Flag. 

Dirty John Wengrove marshaled the 
crowd into line and headed them into Fifth 
avenue at Twenty-third street. Some one

*Revolucione,” and the crowd followed it

men with the unemployed and the traffic 
officers viewed the parade with open mouthed 
amazement. 

At Sixty-sixth street a squad under Sergt. 
Courtney, hastily summoned from the East 
Sixty-seventh street station, hustied the 
marchers off the sidewalk, but they continued 
unmolested in the street with the police in 
the lead. Traffic from the cross streets was 
not allowed to break the line. 

Spits at Woman in Auto. 

At Bighty-fourth street two women and a 
man in a private automobile were held up 
by the marchers. As the chauffeur was 
urged to break through the line by one of 
the women occupants there were cries of 
“Down with capital,” and a woman who 
was marching near Alexander Berkman spat 
three times at the woman in the car. There 
were no arrests and the car got away before 
being identified. 

The anarchists marched past Fifth ave- 
nue’s famous clubs, hotels, and homes shout- 
ing Down with parasites!" To hell with 
the churches!” Three cheers for Tannen- 
baum!” They treated their fashionable 
audience to several verses from the song of 
the unemployed, “ Hallelujah! I’m a Bum.“ 

The anarchist leaders were happy over the 
success of their demonstration. A clash 
with the police would have made the glory 
of the leaders complete. They had been ex- 
pecting a clash and were disappointed when 
it did not come. 

Court Clash with Police. 

Each of the leaders at the Union square 
meeting carried a bunch of small red cards 
conveying the information that In case the 
police suppressed the meeting there the un- 
employed were to gather again as oon as pos- 
sible at Cooper square. As there was bo in- 
terference the cards were saved for use an- 
other time. 

A dozen girlie wearing red badges collected 
$44 from the crowd at the meeting. The 
money was turned over to Emma Goldman, 
who had contributed $5 of it. She did the 
money up im her handkerchief and left. 
There were two $5 bills in the collection, also 
three 2 cent stamps, which were auctioned 
off for 10 cents. 

There were about 2,000 persons in the 
Union square crowd when Emma Goldman 
got up to speak. 

“Fellow workers, friends, and detectives,” 
she began, “I call upon you to organize and 
to march on Fifth avenue and help your- 
gelves to the things you have created.” 


Emma Goldman Urges Action. 

” Miss Goldman recalied that she spoke to 4 
similar gathering in Union square twenty- 
one years ago. Then they had appealed to 
the legistature in vain, she said, and now the 
time for the unemployed to act for them- 
selves hae arrived, she declared. 

“If you are starving, go to the restau- 
rants and demand food,” she continued.

Rather than be placed in a position where 
they might be called upon to act against the 
Ulster covenanters, numbers of officers have 
resigned their commissions. 

While the war office refuses to say how 
many have resigned, popular belief, based op 
reports from the different regiments, is that 
the number of withdrawals bas crippled the 
whole military organization in Ireland and 
prevented carrying out the orders for moving 
several large bodies of troops. 

The Marquis of Londonderry, one of the 
Ulster leaders, said tonight that nothing of 
the sort had occurred in the British army 
since the deys of the American revolution. 


May Be Court Martialed. 

Public curlosity is at fever heat over the 
question of how the government is to deal 
with the resignationn The Liberal senti- 
ment is that the seceding officers should be 
court martialed. 

Many Conservatives argue that the sttu- 
ation amounts to civil war and that the effi- 
cers should have IWerty to choose which 
faction they should ally themselves with. 

Threats of a crisis in the army if a move- 
ment of regular troops was undertaken 
against Ulster had long been current, and in 
some quarters it is believed that the sudden 
marching of a Umited number of troops was 
ordered so the military authorities might 
gather an idea as to how widespread the 
threatened diseffection waa 


Mußt Serve or Resign. 

In some reports it is said the officers of 
certain of the regiments have been told they 
must pledge obedience or resign their com- 
missions within twelve hours. 

A Dublin message says that the officers 
whe refused to obey orders will be arrested, 
and that many of those who have under 
taken to go to Ulster have done 80 on con- 
dition that they are not to carry arms 
against the Unionists. 

The disaffection of the officers is the more 
discomforting to the military authorities, 
since the army is seriously short of com- 
missioned officers. 

The government is embarrassed also by 
the disaffection whieh existe among the 
officers who continue on duty, for the army 
is officered from the aristocratic families, 
and the greet majority of the aristocratic 
class sympathize with the covenanters. 


Situation Highly Serious. 

Detaila of the resignations of officers at 
the Curragh are lacking. The affair is still 
@ partial mystery. According to the Ob- 
server the matter is very serious. 

“Upon authority which is not that ot the 
officers in question, but which is unquestion- 
able,” says the Observer this morning, “ we 
are able to reveal what happened at the Cur- 
ragh on Friday.

Ulster Like Armed Camp. 

Ulster this morning presented a martial 
aspect. All the towns were occupied by 
soldiers of the regular army, and other de- 
tachments were marching along the country 
roads with long trains of baggage and ammu- 
nition carts, on their way to strengthen the 
various garrisons. 

Belfast lough also dieplayed considerable 
activity. Two torpedo boat destroyers, the 
Pathfinder and the Attentive, arrived there 
this morning from Kingstown. 

Within twenty-four hours over 8,000 regu- 
lar troops, including four battalions of in- 
fantry, with machine guns and two batteries 
of field artillery, all equipped for active 
service, have arrived in the various towns of 
Ulster. 


Troops Aboardd Ships, 

The first arrivals in Ulster this morning 
were the companies of a half battalion of the 
Yorkshire light infantry, which were con- 
veyed from their barracks in Dublin to Bel- 
fast lough on board the torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Pathfinder during the night. They 
disembarked at an early hour this morning 
and marched to Carrickfergus castle, a dis- 
used military station commanding the lough. 
It lies fifteen miles below Belfast, and is of 
historic interest owing to its having been 
the landing place of William III. Field guns 
were mounied on the old fortifications there 
this afternoon. 

Orders were issued to other batteries of 
artillery at strategic positions arouha the 
eity of Belfast. % 

It was generally expected here that a 
cavalry brigade would be concentrated in 
Belfast during the week end. The Sixteenth 
Queen's Lancers and the Fourth Queen's 
Own Hussars, stationed at the Curragh, were 
equipped with carbines and were ready to

Artillery Is Held Ready. 
ATHLON, Ireland, March 21.—All the 
regular artillery stationed in central and 
southern Ireland has been instructed to hold 
itself in readiness to proceed to Ulster at 
a moment’s notice. All leave has been can- 
celed and officers and men on furlough have 
been recalled. 
It is reported that the infantry reservists 
have been ordered to hold themselves in read- 
iness to join their regiments. 


FIGHT IS CENTURY OLD. 

Ireland has striven for home rule without 
a moment’s cessation ever since the Irish 
parliament was abolished and the legislative 
union of Great Britain and Ireland was pro- 
claimed on Jan. 1, 1801. 

In the 113 years that have passed since 
that date the agitation has gone on under 
various forms, pacific and violent, led by 
such patriots as Daniel. O'Connell, William 
Smith O’Brien, Charles Stewart Parnell, 
O Donovan Rossa, and Michael Davitt, to 
mention only a few of the more prominent. 
These were succeeded by the Redmonds and 
the Healys, who are in the forefront of the 
movement today. 

The patriotic movement was suppressed 
time after time by coercive acts passed by 
the British parliament, only to take another 
form. The Molly Maguires, the Young Ire- 
land party, the Land league, and the Na- 
tional league were all Irish political dene 
which had their day. 


Many Patriots Are Exiled. 

Thousands of Irish nationalists served 
terms of imprisonment for their participa- 
tion in the fight for legislative independence 
from Great Britain. Hundreds were exiled, 
many of them proceeding to the United 
States. 

The agitation sometimes took on the aspect 
of extreme violence as when Lord Freder- 
ick Cavendish, the chief secretary for Ire- 
land, and T. H. Burke, permanent secretary, 
were assassinated by Invincibles“ on May 
6, 1882, in Phoenix park, Dublin. 

The parliamentary fight for home rule was 
waged for many decades and gave rise to ex- 
traordinary scenes in the usually staid Brit- 
ish parliament, often bringing about the ex- 
pulsion of members and the stoppage of busi- 
ness.

LONDON, March 21.—Winston Churchill's 
dramatic intervention in the home rule cam- 
paign has served to transform the whole 
situation. His blunt frankness inspired in- 
tense enthusiasm in Liberal and Irish ranks, 
and even flercer resentment in Tory circles. 

For the first time the Tories realized that 
the ministry meant business and that prep- 
arations would be made to put down with a 
strong arm any attempt at rebellion in Ul- 
ater. This declaration was specially im- 
pressive as coming from Churchill, who has 
all along been a pronounced advocate of 
concessions to Ulster. 

It is one of many justifications of thc ac- 
tion of the Irish leaders in assenting to As- 
quith’s concessions that since then there 
is an absolutely united cabinet, whereas 
there had bcen up to the offer of these con- 
cessions much division of opinion. 

. oe 

Strong action against any attempted rebel- 
lion in Ulster could not have been expected 
from a divided cabinet, but the threatened 
division was brought to an end by thé Irish 
party's acceptance of Asquith's concessions 
and Churchill's speech was eloquent and un- 
mistakable proof that action both strong 
and umted must now be expected in Ulster. 

Already the papers announce that serious 
movements of troops to Ulster have been 
taken and more serious are contemplated in 
order to bring to the minds of Orangemen 
that the government will stand no nonsense. 

There will be some new appointments in the 
military and naval administration soon to 


| replace either weak or suspected officials. 
| These moves have produced apprehension: 
| that in order to anticipate government action 


and to forestall completion of the govern- 


| 


ment preparations the Orange leaders might 
try to precipitate events by encouraging 
pote outbreak, and events of next week are 
looked forward to with some anxiety; but 
the general opinion is that the Orange lead- 
ers, discouraged by the strong and growing 
protests of Tory financiers and by the vig- 
orous action of the government, will shrink 
from any violent action and may even 
change the whole campaign from active to 
passive resistance. 


Amid all this 8 burly there is a strong 
undertone of confidence in the certainty of 
ultimate accommodation. It was remark- 
able that in all the confusion and occasional! 
dramatic violence of the debate in the house 
of commons Thursday night many Tory 
speakers urged and even begged compro- 
mise. 

The unexcited English Tory, especially of 


the business classes, urges that the Irish 


members should make things easier for the 
Orangemen and surrender something more 
to save the face of Orangemen. 

The Tories of this school do not persist in 
the demands of their party leaders for a 
general electién or referendum, or even for 
the demand that Ulster should remain out 
until imperial parliament has ordered her in.

clusion. This demand comes up against the 
whole conviction of the Irish party that in 
consenting to six years they have strained 
the allegiance and patience of their own peo- 
ple to the utmost limits and that one hair's 
breadth more would produce a revolt which 
might sweep away the Irish party and the 
Irish movement.

The Irish Nationalists in Ulster have be- 
haved with extraordinary loyalty and pa- 
triotism, postponing their hour of libera- 
tion as a sacrifice that the rest of Ireland 
may obtain her liberty, but anything which 
condemned them to permanent exclusion 
they would scout, and all Ireland would join 
them. 

A formula, as I have siege insisted, will 
be found in the end, but it cannot take that 
shape, or anything like it. Meantime, un- 
less there be some premature explosion in 
Ulster, we shall hear little more of home 
rule until the second reading of the bill 
next Monday week. Even then it is proba- 
ble that no further progress will be made 
toward settlement. It is in the house of 
lords that the two English parties will get 
into close grips.

Mr. 7. O. P. Bland Declares 
That Moderate Men of All 
Parties Favor a Referendum.

one-man-one-vote referendum on the 
straight issue.

It is an open secret that Bonar Lew had to 
overcome considerable opposition among his 
own followers before he was authorized to 
pledge them to this course of democratic ac- 
tion involving such a momentous departure 
from the traditions of party government and 
creating a precedent which is certain to be 
invoked hereafter against tariff reform and 
other Unionist measures. 

It is well known that only the critical grav- 
ity of the situation in Ulster has enabled 
Bonar Law to convert Austen Chamberlain 
and other prominent Unionists to the ac- 
ceptance of the referendum. It is safe to 
say that this referendum proposal marks an 
important turning point in the constitutional 
history of Great Britain and also that public 
opinion generally welcomes it because it 


holds out a promise to restore to the electo- 


rate direct responeibility and opportunities 
for intervention in a national crisis.

If the Irish crisis had not monopolized 
public interest during the last week the 
speech delivered by Mr. Snowden in the 
course of the navy estimates debate must 
have attracted much wider attention.

The representatives of the railroad are 
willing to accept the requirements indicated 
and to endeavor to put them into effect with- 
out delay if approved by the stockholders 
in a meeting to be called at onoe. 


Points in the Agreement. 
The indicated arrangement, stated in gen- 
eral terms, follows: 
1. The Boston Railroad Holding company 
is a Massachusetts corporation holding a ma- 
jority of the stock of the Boston and Maine 


| railroad, and 90 per cent of the former's 


stock in turn is owned by the New Haven 
railroad. The charter of the holding com- 
pany prohibits it from disposing of the Bos- 
ton and Maine stock. The legislature of 
Massachusetts will be asked to remove this 
prohibiting, and if this is done the stock of 
the holding company will be transferred at 
once to five trustees, and after arrangements 
have been made to protect the minority stock 
of the holding company they shall sell the 
Boston and Maine stock prior to Jan. 1. 1917. 

2. The stocks of the companies which con- 
trol the Connecticut and Rhode Island trol- 
leys will be placed in the hands of trustees— 
five for each state—and shall be sold within 
five years from July 1, 1914 


Coastal Lines to Be Sold. 

“3. The majority stock of the Merchants 
and Miners’ Transportation company, now 
held by the New Haven railroad, will be 
placed in the hands of three trustees and 
shall be sold within three years from July 
1, 1914. 

“4. The minority stock in the Eastern 
Steamship corporation, held by the New 
Haven railroad, shall be sold within three 
years from July 1, 1914, and in the meantime 
shall be deprived of voting power. 

8. Whether the New Haven railroad shall 
be permitted to retain the Sound lines will 
be submitted to the interstate commerce 
commission for determination under the pro- 
visions of the Panama canal act. 

8. The Berkshire Trolleys shall be sold 
within*five years from July 1, 1914.

HARRIS EMPLOYMENT AGENCY. 


Fudge Gibbons Denies Petition After 
Tactics of Concern Are Exposed by 
Witnesses. 


The mandamus petition of O. C. Harris 
of the Harris employment agency at 27 West 
Washington streef to compel the state board 
of labor commissioners to issue him a license 
has been denied by Judge Gibbons ot the 
Circuit court. 

The license was revoked following a com- 
plaint by THE Trisune to R. J. Knight, in- 
spector of employment agencies for the 
board. The testimony brought out the fact 
that THz TRIBUNE had refused to accept 
the advertisements of the firm and that 
other newspapers continued to accept its ad- 
vertisements after Mr. Knight had gone to 
them and asked for codperation in his fight 
to prevent dishonest agencies from doing 
business, 

Some of tlie tactics of the Harris agency 
were brought out through the testimony of 
O. W. Decker, Frank Bubenik, and Miss 
Adelaide von Kettler, women's adviser for 
the Boston store. A letter from Miss Ket- 
tler to THe TRIBUNE, in which she asked that 
the Harris agency be investigated, was pro- 
duced as evidence. She said Miss L. Dono- 
van was sent to the Boston store for a posi- 
tion as telephone girl by the agency, which 
had taken $3 from her for a position which 
did not exist. 

A letter from W. E. Mac Farlane, manager 
of classified advertising for THE TRIBUNE, 
was introduced showing that Bubenik had 
taken a position from Harris as a handy 
man. He paid $4 for the job. When 
he had worked a day the firm de- 
manded that he supply tools. No men- 
tion of tools was made by the agency or the 
firm when he took the job. THE TRIBUNE 
advised him to demand his money back, but 
only $1 was returned. Decker testified he 
had given Harris $4 for a job with Nelson 
Morris & Co. which never existed, and that 
he had tried in vain to get his money back. 


LONGWORTH FOR CONGRESS. 


Former Ohio Representative An- 
nounces He Is Candidate for Re- 
publican Nomination, 


Cincinnati, O., March M. Fermer Con- 
gressman Nicholas Longworth today an- 
nounced himself as a candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination for congress tn the First 
Ohio district. Longworth was defeated fof

Lind May Tour Mexico. 

John Lind, President Wilson's envoy, may 
make a trip of observation over that portion 
of the Mexican republic controlled by the 
federals as a result of his conference at Vera 
Cruz. with the Mexican foreign minister, 
Rojas. The recommendation was made by 
the minister, who said that Mr. Lind ap- 
peared to be favorably impressed. 

Sefior Rojas said Mr. Lind called on him, 
but with the knowledge that he had no offi- 
cial character as regarded the interview.

Lind will not have the effect of bringing 
about the resignation of President Huerta, 
the possibility of which has been discussed.

WILSON HAS HUERTA PROPOSAL. 

Washington, D. C., March 21.—[Special.]— 
Propositions of President Huerta for an ed- 
justment of the Mexican situation which 
were communicated through Special Agent 
John Lind are now before the Wilson admin- 
istration and there are many here who be- 
Heve that these negotiations are likely to 
afford the United States an avenue of escape 
from its present entanglements with Mexico. 

Unofficial advices from Mexico are the basis 
of the belief that Huerta’s proposal is that 
his minister of foreign affairs, Lopez Portillo 
5 Rojas, be permitted to succeed him as pro- 
visional president of Mexico, he himself to 
take the field with his troops at Torreon, and 
at the same time acquire eligibility for elec- 
tion to the presidency. 

Private advices from Mexico to many per- 
sons in Washington who have excellent 
sources of information with regard to Mexi- 
can relations confirm, toa large degree, these 


reports. 


Wilson Favorable to Rojas? 

President Wilson already has indicated 
that Minister Rojas is one of the few men in 
Mexico he regards with favor, and his in- 
dorsement to a certain extent of that official 
is regarded as indication that the president 
is ready to accept such a way out of the Mex- 
ican situation as is now proposed. It is re- 
garded, therefore, as not at all unlikely that 
the negotiations initiated by Huerta will re- 
ceive favorable consideration because of this. 

By virtue of his present office Rojas would 


automatically succeed Gen. Huerta in the 


provisional presidency should the latter re- 
linquish the office.

Ruling Announced by Quan. 

The commissioners conferred in Springfield 
on Friday. The result was announced by 
Chairman Quan as follows: 

“The commission holds it is not against 
public policy for railroads and street railways 
to igsue free transportation to policemen of a 
city or village, members of a fire department 
of a city or village, and United States mail 
carriers to be used by designated persons 
while in the performance of their duties as 
such,” 

Gives New Corporations Right. 

Under the decision of the commission com- 
panies not having franchises embodying the 
provision for free transportation for those 
exempted under the interstate commerce act 
and new corporations can now grant these 
privileges. 


HEAD OF U. S. SUPREME COURT 
TO GET NOTRE DAME MEDAL. 


Chief Justice White Will Receive the 
Highest Mark of Honor Given by 
Indiana Catholic University. 


Notre Dame, Ind., March 21.—[Special.]~ 
Edward Douglass White, chief justice of the 
United States Supreme court, will be the 
recipient of the Laetare medal, conferred 
annually by the University of Notre Dame 
to encourage Catholic lay effort for the ad- 
vancement of education, morality, philan- 
thropy, and religion. 

The medal is of gold and bears the in- 
scription, “ Truth Is Mighty and Shall re- 
vail.” It was first conferred upon John 8. 
Shea in 1883, and since then has been pre- 
sented to men prominent in various fields of 
endeavor, among them Maurice Francis 
Eagan, Thomas Maurice Mulry, and Burke 
Cockran.

Assistant Corporation Counsel Skinner 
Declares There Are Defects in Meas- 
ure Offered by Mann.

OLEO COLOR FRAUD 


Revenue Chief Directing In- 
quiry Into U. S. Loss of 
Millions of Dollars. 


WANTS FULL TAX PAID. 


Events Since Recent Jelke Trial 
Here in Chicago Expose 
Federal Activities. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 
Washington, D. C., March 21.—[Special.}— 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue Osborn 


has been directing a general investigation of 
| the oleomargarine business for some time 
| for the purpose of devising means to prevent 
' coloring frauds in the future. 


Information bas been filed with the com- 


|Missioner leading him to believe that the 


losses this government has suffered from 
failure to collect taxes on colored oleo are 
80 great as to be almost beyond imagination. 

He is trying to find some method of col- 
lecting the full tax of 10 cents a pound on all 
colored oleo, If this tax is collected it is be- 
lieved the oleomargarine tax will surpass the 
aggregate now collected on whisky. Inciden- 
tally if frauds are discovered to have been 
perpetrated as reported prosecutions will be 
started to recover damages. 


Oleo Frauds Hard to Check. 

The difficulty confronting the commissioner 
with regard to oleo frauds is far greater 
than in the case of whisky tax dodging. Prac- 
tically all oleo leaves the factories uncol- 
ored today, but it is estimated the greater 
portion of it reaches the consumer in a col- 
ored state. 

With whisky, all that is necessary is to 
have a storekeeper or gauger check at each 
distillery. But with oleo it is necessary to 
find the last dealer. The difficulty was shown 
up plainly in the Jelke prosecution at Chi- 
cago. 

Commissioner Osborn is much interested 
in the discussion of the advisability of con- 
fiscating the oleo plants of the Chicago manu- 
facturers found guilty of conspiring against 
the government. 

If proceedings of this kind are instituted 
and successfully completed the internal reve- 
nue bureau can confiscate all oleo in the 
plant, all materials for making oleo, and all 
machinery used in the operation. Only the 
walls, floors, and real estate would be left 
to the manufacturers. 

Millions Lost to U. . 

According toa peraon closely identified with 
the oleo business, if a tax of 10 centsa pound 
is collected on all colored oleo it would 
amount to several million dollars a month on 
the output of the Chicago plantsalone. The 
tax of % cent a pound, now collected, isa con- 
siderable item in the internal revenue collec- 
tions each month. 

The commissioner has attempted to carry 
on the investigation without tts scope becom- 
ing known to the manufacturersand dealers. 
Events since the Jelke conviction this week, 
however, have led to its disclosure. 

It is reported that asa result of theinvesti- 
gation the oleo dealers aiready are consider- 
ing some sort of a plan whereby they may set- 
tle all their troubles with the department and 


’ start off with a clean bill of health for the fu- 


ture under some working arrangement satis- 
factory. not only to them but also to the gov- 


ernment.

RADIUM CONTROL 


Interests Get Land While Con- 


gress Is Holding Up 
Passage of Bill. 


GREAT LOSS TO PEOPLE. 


Lane Sought to Conserve Mineral 
Deposits for Use of the 
Public. 


(BY A STAFF 2 — 1 
Washington, D. C., March 21.— [Special. 1— 
Jockeying with the bill to give the govern- 
ment control of radium lands in the United 
States has defeated tne purpose for which 


the legislation was demanded. 


Since the proposition to withdraw all ra- 
dium lands then belonging to the public 
from entry by private individuals was sub- 
mitted to congress by Secretary Lane more 
than three months ago virtually all the 
known radium lands have n filed on, and 
under existing laws must be turned over to 
the claimants. 

When Secretary of the Interior Lane pro- 
posed the withdrawal from entry of all pub- 
lic lands containing radium bearing ores he 
did so because the tremendous value of ra- 
dium to the human race was being demon- 
strated. 

It was the contention of the secretary of 
the interior that no private combination 
should be permitted to monopolize valuable 
resources. He proposed that all public ra- 
dium lands should be made the property of 
the government. 

Interests in Opposition. 

Most of the known radium lands are located 

in Colorado and the adjacent states. There

Such a resolution was introduced in the 
house the day after Secretary Lane had 
made his recommendation by Representa- 
tive Foster of Illinois. Instead of passing 
it the house leaders proceded to made a com- 
plicated matter out of it, referred it to a com- 
mittee, and the committee began considera- 
tion by ordering public hearings upon the 
general proposition. The exploiters got busy, 
started a press agency, and sought to con- 
vince the public that the production of radi- 
um should be left to private enterprise. 


Action Delayed in Senate. 

The senate referred the matter to the 
committee on mines and mining, and for 
three months that committee delayed ac- 
tion upon one excuse and then another, 
until last Monday, when a bill was reported 
to the senate. This report, however, did 
not enable the senate to begin consideration 
of the measure. 

Senator Shafroth of Colorado, the most 
persistent opponent of the proposed legis- 
lation, served notice upon the senate that 
he wished to present a minority report on 
the bill and under senate rules he can take 
as much time as he desires to get that re- 
port ready. 

The bill presented, while pretending to 
give the government a monopoly of radium 
production, contains provisions intended to 
defeat the purposes advocated by the secre- 
tary of the interior. For example, it pro- 
vides that if the government shall refuse to 
buy or shall fail to buy any radium bearing 
ore offered for sale in lots of a caricad or 
more at any station within a state, then 
the government's authority over the lands 
from which the ore wae produced and all 
lands contiguous shall cease and determine. 
This would make it possible to offer radium 
at points where the government would have 
no representative and to deprive the gov- 
ernment of all authority over radium lands.

CARNEGIE LEADS IN WORK. 


Ironmaster Gives Over Half of Total; 
Small Bequests Numerons. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.]} 
Washington, D. C., March 21.—[Special.]— 
Nearly $4,500,000 in cash was given for and 
to American libraries during the year 1913, 
according to a statement issued today by 
George B. Utley, secretary of the American 
Library association, which is now making 
arrangements tor its annual convention in 
Washington, to be held May 25 to 80. 

The exact total of money gifts to the H- 
braries of the country during the year is 
announced as $4,428,241. In addition to 
these gifts of cash there were donated 
twelve sites for library buildings, ten build- 
ings presented for library purposes, 168,605 
volumes, and forty-six miscellaneous items. 


Carnegie Gives More than Half. 

Of the money gifts, $2,371,642, or over a 
half of the total, was given by the Carnegie 
corporation. The donations by the Carnegie 
corporation were $134,689 more than in 1912. 
Other donors gave over $1,000,000 less than 
in the preecding year. This drop is explained 


largely by the inclusion of the $1,000,000 


Widener gift in 1012 to Harvard, James J. 
Hill's gift of $750,000 to St. Paul, and other 


‘Important donations in that year. 


In 1913 there were fewer conspicuously 
large gifts than usual, but there was an 
unusually large number of bequests and gifts 
ranging from $25,000 to $50,000. 


Western Cities Receive Gifts. 

Minneapolis and Sacramento received $250, - 
000 and $172,000 respectively from the Car- 
negie corporation, the gift to the former city 
being for branch libraries. 

The California state Mbrary received from 
the Sutro estate the great library gathered 
by Adolf Sutro. It is valued at $1,000,000. 

The library of the Boston Medical society 
received $85,000 by the will of Miss Ellen 
B. Wyman, and the library at Sag Harbor, 
N. T., received an endowment of $100,000 
from Mre. Russell Sage. 

The bequest of $10,000 from the late Reuben 
Goldthwaites to the Wisconsin Historical 
society, which he served long and success- 
fully, also is worthy of special mention.

Ce- 
lestine Rennion, prefect of police, summoned 
the proprietors of all the music and dance 
halis and concert cafés to the prefecture, 
where he informed them that exhibitions 
of undraped performers would no longer be 
tolerated. It is understood that this regula- 
tion will not apply to theaters, on the ground 
that what otherwise might be regarded as 
indecency is counteracted by the artistic 
value of the productions.

CERTIFICATES FOR FREE COAL 
LEFT ON DISTRIBUTORS’ HANDS. 


Flan of Consumers’ Company Proves 
Less Popular Among the Poor than 
Had Been Expected. 


The demand for free coal has not been so 
popular among the poor as it might have 
been during the cold spells of the last win- 
ter. 

Since Jan. 12 less than 10,000 persons have 
redeemed the free coal certificates issued 
by the Consumers company at ite fifty-two 
coal yards. 

Thirty thousand certificates were tsssued 
by the company. Each was good for fifty 
pounds of coal on any day in the years 1918 
or 1914 at any of the company’s yards. 
Ministers, rabbis, priests, heads of settle- 
ments, secretaries of women’s clubs, visiting 
nurses, physicians, and charitable organiza- 
tions were given the privilege of sending 
poor families to the company for. coal 
as often as was necessary, providing the 
beneficiaries made their own deliveries. 

“Nearly all of the social workers have 
some of the certificates left over. Poor fam- 
ilies have been as averse to appearing at the 
yards for free coal as they were last summer 
to taking advantage of the offer of the com- 
pany to give away ice to all who asked.

PARIS, March 21.—The following history

Dupre botb 
secured divorces in 1906 and shortly were 
married. But love in M. Caillauz’s case 
seems to have been unable to withstand the 
conjugal bond. for within two years he be- 
‘became deeply enamored of the pretty wife 
of the well known writer and lecturer, Leo 
Claretie, nephew of the late Jules Claretie, 
who was director of the Comedie Francaise.

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OF GAMBLERS. 


Nation Licenses National Vice 
and Shares in the Ten Millions 
of Profits Filched from Play- 
ers in the Course of a Year. 


PARIS, March 21.—Legalized gambling in 
France has increased so enormously that the 
government has decided it should get e great- 
er share of the profits. 

Under an act passed in 1907 the state has 
been getting 15 per cent of the gross receipts. 
A parliamentary commission has brought in 
a recommendation that from the gross in- 
comes of gambling casinos the state should 
have 8 per cent on incomes less than $2,000 
up to 45 per cent on incomes exceeding 
$1,000,000, according to a graduated scale. 


One hundred and thirty-three casinos were | 
authorized by the minietry of the interior | 
last season to have baccarat, the mechanical | 


racing horses, whist, bridge, bezique, ecarte, 
and piquet. 
Profit for Year $10,00vu,000. 

The official figures before the commission 
show that the casinos in France at summer 
resorts and springs took in about $10,000,000 
profit during a single season. 

Enghien, which is within seven and one- 
half miles of Paris, had about one-fifth of 
the whole, or $2,000,000. One hundred and 
fifty trains a day run from Paris during the 
short holiday season. and the opponents of 
gambling affirm that hundreds of young men 
and women from Paris become bankrupt at 
the tables every season. 

The municipal casino at Nice, owned by 
the city, took in $1,600,000 and paid nearly 
all the expenses of the local administration. 
A second casino at Nice under a license of the 
minister of the interior won for its proprie- 
tors $427,000. There were a number of little 
resorts which were run at a lose. 


Revenues Increase Fourfold, 

Public gambling revenues, according to the 
official figures, have increased about fourfold 
since 1907. These figures do not include 4,600 
clubs in France where gambimg is allowed 
and for which the state also takes a peroent- 
age of the profits, not the pari-mutuel ma- 
chines at race courses, which last season took 
bets of about $80,000,000. 

Some of the newspapers in reproaching the 
cabinet for trying to take more “ tainted ” 
money relate that one of the wealthiest pro- 
prietors of casinos in France began as 6 
dishwasher in a restaurant and that his ip- 
come is now $400,000 a year besides that from 
his accumulations, which amount to $6,000,- 
000. Another proprietor, who was a house 
painter, is reputed to have « fortune of 
$4,000,000.

ON SMOKE EVIL. 


Abatement of the Great Urban 
Nuisance Engages Attention of 
Sanitary Experts in Britain, 
Germany, and United States. 


Che Times 


LONDON, March 11.—The close connection 
that exists between a pure atmosphere and 
the health of the community is being rec- 
ognized more clearly by the public authori- 
ties of many of the larger towns and cities 
of this and other countries, and a distinct 
revival. of interest in the subject of smoke 
abatement ig to be noted on the part of 
municipal health committees and of the gen- 
eral public. 

The most notable events of the last twelve 
months in this country in connection with 
the smoke abatement movement have been 
the decision of the health committees of fif- 
teen of our largest and most important cities 
to make accurate measurements of the 
amount of atmospheric pollution within their 
respective administrative areas, and the in- 
troduction of a bill into the house of com- 
mons to consolidate the existing laws, and 
to provide the local authorities with ex- 
tended powers against the emission of black 
smoke. 


Orystallises Reform Opinions. | 

The supporters of this bill had no luck in 
the ballot, but it has served to crystallize the 
opinions of smoke reformers as to the lines 
of future legislation. | 

The details of the method and apparatus 
to be used for the measurement of atmos- 
pheric pollution have been worked out by 
the special committee appointed for the pur- 
pose at the international smoke abatement 
conference hela in London in March, 1942. 

The health authorities of the following 
towns have agreed to join in the observa- 
tions: Birmingham, Bradford, Crewe, Ex- 
eter, Glasgow, Hull, Leeds, Leicester, Liver- 
pool, Malvern. Manchester, Vun. 
Plymouth, and York. a 

Several of the London boroughs will also 
join in the work, and the Hamburg Verein 
fur Rauchbekimpfung has agreed to carry 
out observations with the standard appae- 
ratus and method in that city. 


Movement to Be International, 

This movement for the systematic meas- 
urement of atmospheric pollution is thus 
likely to become in time international in 
character, 

The classes for stokers and e eers 
started in many cities are 1 
with increasing success, and they appear to 
meet a real need. It is hoped in time to cre- 
ate a standard of merit and efficiency, and 
to issue certificates to those members of the 
classes who have gone through the regular 
course of instruction, both theoretical and 
practical, with satisfaction to their teachers. 

The provision of a properly trained body of 
intelligent and skilled stokers, in place of the 
horde of unskilled shovelera who now have 
charge of the boilers and furnaces in many 
works, is essential to any solution of the black 
smoke problem, and it is satisfactory to note 
that the technical education authorities of 
many large towns and cities are now includ- 
ing classes for stokers and boiler engineers 
in their curriculum. 


Glasgow Points the Way. 

So far Glasgow has been the most success- 
ful in its conduct of these classes, which are 
carried on during the winter months at sev- 
eral different centers in the working class 
districts of that city, and are under the 
charge of the smoke inspectors of the mu- 
nicipality. 

Finally, reference must be made to the 
enormous increase of recent years in the 
number of gas and electrical appliances em- 
ployed for domestic purposes, especially in 
London and the larger provincial towna, 
where coal is comparatively dear and gas 
cheap. 

The records of the gas and electrio supply 
companies prove how rapidly the domestic 
consumer is availing himself of these substi- 
tutes for coal, and there is reason to hope 
that before the first quarter of the twen- 
tieth century has passed gas and electricity 
will have largely replaced coal, while tae 
more conservative members of all classes 
who have a sentimental attachment to the 
cheery glow of the old fashioned grate will 
be using one of the numerous smokeless sub- 
stitutes for coal that are now being manu- 
factured and placed on the market. 


Successful Work in Germany. 

The most successful work in Ge y in 
connection with the smoke abatement move- 
ment is being carried on by the Verein fur 
Feuerungsbetrieb and Rauchb kimpfung * 
of Hamburg, a society which has been in ex- 
istence for twelve years. This society is g 
voluntary association of fuel users, who are 
bound together by the common desire to ob- 
tain the highest possible efficiency and the 
minimum of smoke from their steam raising 
and heating appliances, 

The society started in 1902 with only a few 
members, but at the date of its last report it 
had 473 members and 1,593 steam boilers and 
other heating appliances under its charge. 
A fiourishing branch of the parent society 
has also been founded at Helsingfors, in Fin- 
land. The work of the society is controlled 
by a committee of six to nine members, 
elected annually from the rank and file. 

The technical and scientific work is under- 
taken by a staff of experts.

Cambridge University Experi- 
ments with a Safe Substitute 
for Ether and Chloroform. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, March 21.—Interesting experi- 
ments with a new anzsthetic have been 
conducted at Cambridge. The substance, 
which is called urethane, is a combination of 


urea and alcohol. It is administered hypo- 


dermically and drowsiness soon becomes 
deep. Unconsciousness and insensibility to 
pain are complete, 

There is perfect security when it is used 
in any operation. The advantage claimed 
for the new anzsthetic is that heart failure 
never occurs when it is properly used, while 
a majority of the deaths from chloroform are 
due to heart failure. 

When the breathing stops, as it frequently 
does during the administrati on of an inhaled 
anesthetic, it can usually be started again 
by artificial respiration, provided always 
that the heart is still beating. The assurance 
therefore that in cases of an overdose of this 
anesthetic the breathing would be affected 
before the heart, will be of immense comfort 
to surgeons and anesthetists. 

Another advantage is that the choking sen- 
sation experienced with ether and chioro- 
form is not present. Moreover, after urethane 
there is no sickness, and thus the danger of 
stitches giving away and ligatures slipping 
off during retching is avoided. 

A disadvantage is that the experimenters 
have not yet been able to reduce the period 
of insensibility below six hours. All the 
operations up to the present have been made 
on animals. 


KHYBOR PASS BEING FORTIFIED 


English Army Engineers Pushing Se- 
cret Defensive Works in India 
Against Russian Bear. 


PESHAWUR, India, March 21.— With se- 
crecy and speed unusual in public work Eng- 
lish army engineers are rushing to completion 
the forts and roads of Khybor Pass to make 
it a Gibraltar against invasion from the 
north. 

As domestic unrest grows in India the fear 
of the Russian bear and the unruly states be- 
tween Russia and the Indian empire in- 
creases, and England is clearly determined 
not to be attacked in the rear in the event 
of a native rebellion. . 

Two years ago the road across the famous 
pass was hardly more than a trail for pack 
animals, but today Khybor is traversed by 
two roads suitable for the fastest and heav- 
lest military traction. 

The defensive works have been constructed 
with such secrecy that noneof the details are 
known to the public. 

It is said that the natural battlements 
formed by the cliffs above the roads are 
hoenycombed with hidden embrasures behind 
which great mountain guns lie hidden. 

Competent engineers believe that unless 
the defending force is cut off from the south 
the pass can be defended by a small gar- 
rison even against a host such as the an- 
cient invaders of India brought down from 
the north. 


MUZZLE FOR GERMAN PRESS. 


Saxon Prime Minister Warns Tage- 
blatt Editor of Disapproval of 
Monument Story. 

[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BERLIN, March 21.—How some German 
governments try to suppress hostile criticism 
was revealed in an interesting debate In the 
Saxon parliament at Dresden this week. 
Saxon patriots were aggrieved at certain re- 
marks of the Tageblatt’s account of the un- 
veiling of the great battle of nations monu- 
ment at Leipsic last autumn. 

An agitation was forthwith organized with 
a view of prohibiting the sale of the paper on 
the Saxon state railways. A formal resolu- 
tion to that effect was introduced in the Dres- 
den parliament by the Conservative party. 
In the course of the debate the Saxon finance 
minister announced that the government 
gra vely disapproved of the article in question, 
had so informed the editors of the Tagebiatt, 
and warned them that if the offense were re- 
peated the sale of the paper would henceforth 
be prohibited in all places over which the 
Saxon government had jurisdiction. 

The minister added that there was at pres- 
ent no need of resorting to such punitive 
measures. The Conservative resolution was 
accordingly defeated by a big majority.

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mand for self-government by white peoples 
has ever been. This for the reason that the 
yellow have before them in the majority 
of the greater white nations living proofs of 
the benefit of selfgovermment. Those of 
them who do not want it, or do not believe in 
it, cannot say, as have always the reaction- 
aries of the Whites. There is no existing 
examples of its benefit. It is a beautiful 
theory, but impracticable and unworkable.” 


What the Yellow Man Sees. 


The yellow can see that it is both practi- 
cable and workable. This causes impatience 
with anything which prevents the immediate 
institution of advanced forms of self-gov- 
ernment. Naturally enthusiastic, the yellow 
leaders in self-government, and in many 
cases their white supporters do not see that 
the white man groped his way to his present 
position slowly and painfully, and not al- 
ways confidently. Also that while he ia still 
advancing it is in this same manner. 

They want to jump the yellow man in a 
minute over the immense chasm which sepa- 
rates his centuries of acquiescence to des- 
| potic rule to full fledged self-government by 
all the people. Such a result can lead to 
nothing but disaster. Such disaster gives 
the ultra reactionaries the material to prove 
their assertion that some peoples will never 
be capable of self-government. 

The complete failure of self-government 
in the majority of Latin-American countries 
has furnished the opponents of self-govern- 
ment arguments, both as to the impractica- 
bility of self-government in general and 
the pecullar unfitness of some races in par- 
ticular. If a small boy should be put on 
a locomotive no reasonable person would be 
surprised if he failed to start it, or, having 
started it, ran it off the track or otherwise 
wrecked it. Such results would not prove 
either the worthlessness of locomotives or 
the impossibility of that boy ever being 
able to run one. Neither would the result be 
the fault of the locomotive or of the boy“ 
It would be the fault, however, of the per- 
son who put the boy on the locomotive and 
tbid him to go ahead. 

Under careful instruction the boy, as he 
grows into a man, can be taught all about 
the locomotive and how to run it wisely and 
well. In fact, as he gains knowledge and 
experience he may even see and bring about 
material improvement which will vastly 
improve the power of the locomotive to do 
the work for which it was intended. 


Proper Training Needed. 


Those who attempt to give the yellow man 
full self-government without proper train- 
ing are as much his enemies as those who 
argue he never can be capable of any form 
of self-government. His advance must be 
regulated to conform to his abilities. In the 
countries inhabited by yellow men, under’ 
their own governments, this is a question 
mainly for themselves to work out. 

Outside nations are interested, however, 
because each must determine how much of 
the help offered by the others to the strug- 
gling yellow people is really help, and how 
much is prompted by a desire to take ad- 
vantage of the disturbed conditions to gain 
unfair commercial or political advantages, 
or both. 

For.some centuries the white man has been 
governing: yellow peoples. Until recently 
what the yellow man being governed thought 
about it was not paid much attention to, 
Now, however, due both to the increasing 
strength and ability of the yellow and the 
steadily growing desire to be just among 
the white, the yellow man’s wishes com- 
mand increasing attention. 

One of the great problems then of white 
nations with yellow possessions is how much 
of the demand of the yellow is justified and 
therefore to be yielded to, and how much is 
unjustified by existing conditions and there- 
fore to be resisted. 


Enter the Race Question. 


Along with this must be taken into consid- 
eration the fact that some of the yellow coun- 
tries are nations inhabited by a fairly homo- 
geneous people with a well developed feeling 


ot nationality, while others are countries only 


in a geographical sense, being inhabited by 
different races or different tribes, speaking 
different languages, disliking each other, and 
possessing no feeling of common nationality. 

The desire of the yellow man to be recog- 
nized and treated as an equal by the white 
is of course a race question. There have al- 
ways been race questions. The most aggre- 
vated form of the race question is that caused 
by the contact of two peoples whose skins 
are of different color. This for the reason 
that, the different colored skin plainly mark- 
ing its owner as belonging to another race, 
the race to which he belongs is blamed for 
any of his actions which may displease rath- 
er than he himself as an individual. 

There are always immigration questions, 
but they are hardly ever serious and never 
excite Violent passions until it is a question 
of the immigration of people of one color 
into the country of another. There are al- 
ways biological questions. The mass of peo- 
ple have little interést in them, however, until 

concern the ‘children of parents having 
different colored skins. 

There are always political questions within 
every country. Nothing makes them more 
provocative of trouble than the possibility of 
the majority of the adherents of one party 
being. of a different color from that of the 
adherents of the other. Commercial and 
labor competition are always serious ques- 
tions. Let the people of one color gain ma- 
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tarlally over those of another and they be- 
come acute. 


Factors of Supremacy... 

While the racial question has always exist- 
ed, it has generally been settled in the past 
by the white man easily getting what ‘he 
wanted due to his superior education, train- 
ing, and armament... ,. 

Two factors have and are operating. to 
lessen the advantage which the white up to 
the present has always had over the yellow. 
One of them is that the rulers of Japan, who 
have been and still are quite autocratic and 
thus able to enforce their will, were and are 
too proud to submit to being treated as in- 
ferior people and too clear headed to believe 
that the doniinance of the white man rests 
on inherent qualities rather than op eduoa- 
tion, training; and environment. 


They therefore acceptéd, and forced on 


their people so much of western civilization 
and methods as was necessary to raise them 
from a nation unable to demand and insist 
upon what they might consider to be their 
right to the position of a first class world’s 
power. Their example has not been lost on 
other yellow peoples. It has had an effect 
which as yet is far from being realized by 
the majority of white people. 

The other great factor in changing condi- 
tions has been the educational facilities of- 
fered the yellow peoples by the missionaries. 
Whatever differences of opinion there may 
be as to the success of the missionaries in 
preaching Christianity, no fair minded man 
acquainted with their work can do other can 
acknowledge the great benefits brought 
about by their translation into native idioms 
of European and American books, their 
schools and hospitals, and their encourage- 
ment of the younger native to study in Amer~ 


ica and Europe. 
Results of Education. 


This influence slowly but persistently and 
surely has been helping the yellow man, first, 
to realize that he should not be content with 
conditions as they were, and, secondiy, to use 
the experience and knowledge, painfully and 
laboriously acquired by the white peoples 
in their struggle upwards from the seemingly 
hopeless condition in which they existed dur- 
ing the dark ages. 

Abeady the wishes of one yellow people, 
the Japanese, can no longer be ignored. As 
time goes on other yellow peoples will un- 
dcubtedly attain the rank or world powers. 

The time has come then when the yellow 
and white must work out a scheme by which 
they can exist at peace in the same world 
and work out their respective destinies with- 
out the prejudice of the white operating to 
lessen the self-respect or right of the yellow 
or the sensitiveness or pride of the yellow 
leading to demands that are incompatible 
with the development of the white in hisown 
country along those lines which he coneiders 


essential. 
Year’s Trip by Observer. 


The best understanding of a question is 
gotten by studying It in the countries where 
it is of most vital interest. 

For this purpose a year's trip in the orient 
is being undertaken. A previous residence in 
this part of the world of four years aids 
materially in reaching some understanding of 
the questions at issue. 

The first point of interest reached is Cali- 
fornia, where there are districts in which 
oriental immigration has become a serious 
question. 

After California the next place to be visited 
is Hawali. These islands being the home of 
lawailans, Japanese, Chinese, and various 
white races, all under American rule, form 
an interesting field of investigation as re- 
gards immigration, race contact, self-govern- 
ment, ami the advance of races backward in 
civilization. In addition, due to their 
strategical position, they are of Immense 
value to the United States commercially and 
politically. 

After Hawali the Philippines will be visited. 
Here the question at issue, at the present 
time, is the ability of the inhabitants to gov- 
ern themselves and of the so-called civilized 
ones to govern the savage ones. 


Problems of Japan. 
After the Philippines will come Japan, 


where the problem of how to provide for and, | 
at the same time, improve the conditions of | 
a rapidly increasing population crowded into 


a small space is a serious one. 
ready, to a certain extent, provoked a strug- 
gle between a far seeing government looking 
into the future and an impatient people 
concerned more with the present. 

Next to Japan is Corea, where the inter- 
esting experiment is going on of the remak- 
ing and absorption of one people by a more 
vigorous one of a similar blood. 

North and west of Corea are eastern Si- 
beria and Manchuria. In eastern Siberia 
the Russians are trying to build up a white 
empire. In Manchuria the question is, Will 
it be Russian or Japanese, divided between 
the two, or ultimately restored to China? 

From Manchuria a trip down through 
China will afford opportunities to study the 
struggles of an oriental people to attain 
self-government, national unity, and, at the 
same time, to protect themselves from out- 


side aggression. 


Australia and New Zealand. 

After China, Australia, and New Zealand 
will be visited. Here are people of our own 
race, with our ideas, working out more or 
less the same internal problems as are we, 
and with the same interest in the problems 
of the Pacific. Due to the isolation of these 
two states and the small numbers of their 
people these problems have been brought 
home to them in a way but little understood 
as yet in the United States. Aside from the 
common political interest with us which the 
question of the Pacific gives them is the 
commercial one brought about by the lower- 
ing of our tariff and the opening in the near 
future of the Panama canal.

IN REVOLUTION. 


Tide of a Sturdy Progress To- 
wards Demoeratic Ideals Rises 
with the Birth of a Public 
| Opinion Fostered by Education

TOKIO, Feb. 14-—It-is fairly common now- 
adays to hear men speak of the popular 
political awakening of Japan. This is said 
to date from the beginning of last year, when 
the Saionji ministry fell before the army and 
the Katsura ministry, which succeeded it, 
before “the people,“ in spite of the em- 
peror’s will. 

Then, certainly, began the era of — 
demonstrations, indoors and out. “ The Peo- 
ple.“ who rallied round the Association for 
the Protection of the Constitution at the time 
of the cabinet crisis, reassembled six months 
later beneath the banner of the Nish! Bei 
Doshikai, which was formed to defend the 
rights of the Japanese in California, and 
three months after that again ran together 
at the call of a third society, established to 
safeguard the honor of Japan in China. 


Want Reduction of Taxes. 

Today the era of public demonstration is 
still with us and the people are clamoring 
for the reduction of the taxes on the one hand, 
and on the other for the head of the premier, 
who, as leader of the Satsuma clan and the 
navy clique, is held responsible for the scan- 
dal in that service. 

Politicians of the opposition are almost 
daily haranguing large and delighted crowds 
of men, especially young men, and there is 
talk of an open air massmeeting in Hibya 
park. It was in that locality that the riot of 
just about a year ago originated, andalso the 
less serious disturbance of September, so that 
naturally the present proposal for a public 
open air demonstration carries with it a spe- 
cial significance. 

These things may be interpreted as of evil 
omen or they may be hailed as the augury of 
democratic government, the proof positive of 
the political awakening. Certainly they are 
worthy of attention and certainly they indi- 
cate an interest in public affairs on the part of 
those who have hitherto not counted asa po- 
litical factor. 


The Demagogue Is Abroad. 

It is deplorable that the people should 
sinash police boxes, raid newspaper offices, 
force their way into the foreign office, and 
interview the wife of the minister for foreign 
affairs in the absence from home of that gen- 
tleman. 

It isdeplorable that speakers who dellgbe in 
flinging mud at the characters of public men 
and in inciting, more or less openly, to vio- 
lence should be able to delight thousands of 
the people also. 

These are signs of a lawless spirit, perhaps, 
and support the contention of those who say 
that the demagogue is abroad. Ata distance 
it may well seem that the people ” are get- 
ting out of hand now that the strong men of 
the Meiji era have departed; in Japan itself, 
indeed, there are many, even among the poll- 
ticians, who are alarmed by the tendency. 

But for all that it seems to bepretty widely 
recognized that it is a tendency that cannot 
be crushed, and the wisest declare that the 
course of true statesmanship is to guide it into 
healthy channels by developing its healthy 
side and checking the reverse. 


New Times to Find New Men. 

Fortunately the shrewd common sense of 
the elder statesmen has not vanished with 
their retirement from the scene, and there is 
evidence that the new times will find new 
men. 

What isthe arent situation? It is noeasy 
matter to describe it, but perhaps an idea 
may be formed of modern political Japan 
by means of the spectacle it presents at the 
present moment. 

The diet, the annual session of which is 
limited by the constitution to three months, 
but which actually sits only about half that 
time, is busy discussing the budget, which 
few of its members understand, and the great 
variety of topics which fall under that head- 
ing—the expansion of armaments, the reduc- 
tion of taxation, foreign policy, and so forth. 

It is no wonder that.so few of the members 
of parliament comprehend the budget, be- 
cause it is so complex as to defy all but the 
very few experts who are paid to drawn it up 
and are privileged to know things which are 
caviare to the general public. 

Inquiry Into Details Barred. 

It is even possible that only half a dozen 

men would be really qualified to explain it 
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item by item, because each department draws 
up its own estimates, and at least three—the 
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ermy, navy, and household—would never | 


brook the finance aes eee 
details. 

‘Thus the deputy is largely in the dark 
through no fault of his own, and if he seeks 
to enlighten his ignorance by interrogating 
members of the cabinet’ he is apt to be told 
that the interests of state forbid: a full an- 


swer to his inquiries. 
So-while one or two obstinates hammer 


away at one or two details, the others 
fix their attention upon general principles. 


They see that the ministry proposes to re- 


duce only one of the taxes, to give a large 


‘appropriation to the navy to cover the next 


* 


six years, and to borrow. 

They also see that the navy is-sertoustly in- 
volved in a scandal which has stirred the 
whole people. Therefore the oppdsition unite 
behind a vote of censure of the ministry im 
respect of this scandal and of ‘the clan which 
is the backbone of the ministry and the navy. 


Progressives. See a Chances. 

Progressives like the verrerable Mr. Inukai 
and the youthful Mr. Ozaki, each the head 
of a small party, see here a chance of deal- 
ing another blow at the obsession of the 
clans and ot routing Satsuma, even as Cho- 
shu was routed’ a year ago. 

The Rikken Dashikai, which the late 
Prince Katsura founded, which Baron Kato 
nom leads, but which remains a vague, 
heterogenous assembly, if also the second 
largest party in the house, joins in the at- 
tack because the target is the ministry. 

Finally, the Seiyukai, who outnumber all 
their opponents by twenty odd votes, and 
many of whom clamored last year for a 
party cabinet, are a little nonplussed, a 
little tempted, perhaps, by. the vision of 
killing clan government, a little afraid of 
the effects of. the naval scandal, but yet 
rendered so submissive to discipline by long 
years of it and so happy in the sweets of 
office that they will not readily throw over 
the premier and plunge into the maelstrqm 
of a cabinet crisis. 


Principle Has No Large. Bole. 

Principle does not play ae large role in the 
imperial diet; party progrdmmes are ob- 
scure, and ignorance is considerable. Only 
Un the case of the Radicals, who have long 
in the case of the Radicals, do the clouds 
which obscure motives yield to the seeker 
afte clarity of thought upon things po- 
litical. 

Yet the diet is the center of great popular 
interest, and the reports of its proceedings 
are read by thousands. In the larger towns 
its session has been the signal for many, 
political meetings and in the capital the busi- 
ness of their promotion has become quite a 
profitable occupation. 

This new interest is the flint upon which 
the opposition politicians strike to produce 
their sparks; it vitalizes the whole political 
fabric; it leads men like InukKai and Ozaki 
to look forward confidently to the future, 
sure that the rising generation has already 
given promise of better days, while recog- 
nizing that the diet is still a detective in- 
strument and that the process of political 
awakening will take time. 


Democratic Ideals Give Hope. 

If they love not the demagogues, with their 
native fluency of speech and their readiness 
to seize any occasion for using it, they love 
the spirit which. makes the young men flock 
to hear political discussions, and if among 
these young men they discover not a few 
idlers who have failed at their studies or can 
find no occupation in the crowded ranks of 
business, law, or the civil service, they see 
also others, able bodied and able brained, 
whole heartedly and generously inspired by 
democratic ideals. 

Under this increasing influence they be- 
hold the genesis of a public opinion which 
may eventually raise politics out of the mire 
of intrigue, personallties, and corruption; 
beneath the frothy talk of the irresponsi- 
bles they feel the tide of a sturdy progrese. 

All is doubtless yet immature and crude, 
but one thing is certain, that the people are 
beginning to find their voice and that the 
voice will grow increasingly loud. That 
has been inevitable from the day when the 
seeds of education were sown broadcast over 
the land. 

In politics, as in other branches of the na- 
tional activity, Japan is only now just be- 
ginning to reap the harvest of the revolution 
of Meiji.

CASTRO. IS IN TRINID AD 


Deposed President of Venezuela 
Finds a Refuge in British 
Possession. 


PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, March 21 
Gen. Cipriano Castro, deposed president of 
Venezuela, has been residing in Port of Spain 
since last July. Castro was discovered by the 
police while they were searching a house 
which had been occupied by his brother, Gen. 
Carmelo Castro. 

According to his own story, the ex-presi- 
dent came here on a mail steamer from 
Southampton. He kept to his cabin during 
the voyage and’ when he landed he was clean 
shaven and escaped recognition. 

He has remained in seclusion, he saya, bo- 
cause of the persecution which he hes suf- 
fered everywhere since leaving Venezuela. 
He declares that he has been surrounded by 
the spies and agents of Juan Vicennte Gomez, 
the Venezuelan president. 

Gen. Castro today expressed confidence in 
his fair treatment by the British govern- 
ment. No arms were found in the house 
where he has been residing, and apparently 
he had no connection with the arms seized 
during the raid of a hotel here yesterday. 

He proposes to remain in Port of Spain if 
he is permitted to do 80, and will be joined by 
his wife, who is now in Porto Rico. He is of 
the opinion that the police search was insti- 
gated by his enemies, it having been reported 
as far back at Jan. 20 that he was in Trinidad. 

It is rumored that the government has re- 
ceived instructions from London not to du 
turb Castro for the present. 


CRIMINAL MUSEUM IS CLOSED. 


Scotland Yard Shuts Off Morbid Vis- 
itors to Its Collection of Grew- 
some Relics. 


LONDON, March 21.—Because it was be- 
coming as great an attraction for the morbid 
as the Paris morgue, the criminal museum 
ef Gootland Tard has been closed te all 
except those who can show some good reason 
for desiring to visit it. 

‘The museum never has been opened to the 
general public, but it has not been difficult 
te obtain admission. Now a permit must be 
gecured from the second commissioner of 
police, and the visits can be made only on one 
or two days in the week. 

During the last year it became quite the 
rage for society women to obtain permits 
to view the grewsome relics which the place 
contains, and complaint was made that the 
museum was being turned into a sideshow 


fot the gratification of the morbidly curious. 


Some of the relies are decidedly ghastly, 
and these are displayed with a lack of re- 
serve which, according to the Sootland Tard 
authorities, did not make fixed parties of 
visitors desirabie.

| BEFORE SPEAKER. 


| British House of Commons Ever 
Ready to Defer to the Man Who 
Presides Over Debates. Which 
Galsworthy Recently Scored.

LONDON, March 11.—The speakership of 
bike house of commons is an institution of 
which We are justly proud, says the Times in 
considering Michael Macdonagh's book on 
the subject. 

The flippant stranger, ordered in stento- 
rian tones to remove his hat, may smile as 
the august procession comes slowly down 
the corridor, advances accurately to the 
center of the lobby, and makes an impres- 
sive right wheel into the house; the for- 
eigner. observing the speaker's dress, the 
' sergeant at arms and the mace, the train 
| bearer, and the other attendants, may com- 
ment wittily on the Briton’s unconquerable 
joy in the picturesque trappings of tradi- 
tion; but both stranger and foreigner are 
much mistaken if they imagine that these 
ceremonies and trappings bedeck an outworn 
office. 


Some Elements of Absurdity. 

Certain parliamentary forms, it is true, 
have an element of absurdity. When cer- 
tain charity bills aré passing through their 
different gtages at a run toward the end of 
the session it is engaging to watch the ser- 
geant at arms going to and fro, as rapidly 
as the customary obeisances will allow, to 
place the mace alternately below and above 
the table; and the recording of the king's 
consent to a hundred odd acts by the com- 
mission, with its mixture of English titles 
and Norman-French formulas, and the sol- 
emnly lifted cocked hats of the commis- 
sioners, fails a little to be impressive. 

The ritual connected with the speaker, on 
the other hand, is not only impressive but 
effective. No other president of a chamber 
with his top hat and bell—vaguely reminis- 
cent of Lewis Carroll's gentle but tragic 
bellman—commands such respect or wields 
such power. The very traditions of the 
chair, as history shows, have assisted in 
maintaining its dignity and in inspiring its 
occupants with that high sense of their 
duties which for several centuries théy have 
almost invariably shown. 


A Proud Historic Record. 

To read Mr. Macdonagh's book is to be 
reminded once more of this proud historic 
record, stretching from Sir Peterde la Mare, 
the speaker of 1376, to the present day. 
Any one who doubts the speaker s efficacy 
will find in this pleasantly written and ex- 
tremely accurate book plentiful cause to re- 
vise his attitude. 

Mr. Macdonagh treats his subject thor- 
oughly, beginning with a review of the 
speaker's functions, the method of his elec- 
tion, and his powers at the present, and pro- 
ceeding, to narrate the history of speakers 
from earliest times. 

Mr. Macdonagh, who is a member of the 
reporters’ gallery, speaks, in part, from his 
own knowledge. He brings out clearly the 
great strengthening of the speaker's post- 
tion which became necessary in the latter 
half of the last century owing to the tactics 
of. the Nationalist party, which strained the 
old standing orders to bursting point. 


Powers of the Chair. 

It is not commonly realized how recent are 
those powers of the chair—of summary ad- 
journment, of naming an unruly member, 
and of accepting the closure—which most 
regard as safeguards, a few as restrictions, 
of debate; it has even been forgotten, in all 
probability, that the modern method of divid- 
ing is only a few years old, and that not 
long ago members, having defied the house 
by refusing to pass the tellers, had to be re- 
moved from the chamber by policemen. 

The reason for these changes will be ap- 
parent to readers of the pages on Speakers 
Brand, Peel, Gully, and Lowther, and they 
will be made to realize that parliamentary 
procedure is not founded upon rusty formu- 
las, extended by legal fictions, but that it 
is continually being amended, 

The latest responsibility of the speaker— 
that of deciding what is a money bill under 
the parliament act—is not touched on by 
Mr. Macdonagh, but it is typical of this 
continuous development, the necessity for 
which is more than ever recognized today 
when a committee on procedure is regularly 
appointed each session. 


Characteristics Summed Up. 

Mr. Macdonagh is especially happy in de- 
lineating the individual characteristics of 
recent speakers. In his enconium of the 
present speaker he cleverly sums them up: 

“Shaw Lefevre was mainly concerned 
with presenting to the house a port of stately 
dignity; Denison, with exquBite shyness, 
shrank from obtruding himself on the notice 
of the house; the foibles of members only 
brought a pained expression on to the face 
of Brand; Peel was so intensely in earnest 
that his stern brow scarcely ever relaxed; 
Gully acted upon the mere letter of the rules 
with the pedantry of the lawyer.” 

The portrait of Speaker Peel, ever on the 
pounce,” as one Irishman expressed it, is 
particularly convincing, and the contrast 
between his imperious temper and the kinaly 
humor of the present speaker illustrates how 
plainly the differences of individual charac- 
ter show themselves through the external 
uniformity of the speaker's vestments and 
ceremonies, and how, in spite of these differ- 
ences, a successful speaker—and they are 
nearly ali successful—will command the re- 
spect and admiration of all those whose de- 
bates he guides. , 

TNarewell of N Peel. 

If, then, in the farewell speech of Speaker. 
Peel the hope was expressed that this 
house may continue to be a pattern and a 
model to foreign nations, and to those great 
peoples who have left our.shores and have 
carried our blood, our race, our language, 
our institutions, and our habits of thought 
to the uttermost parts of the earth,” its 
realization could not be more happily fur- 
thered than by continuance of the house in 
electing men worthy and able to carry on 
the high traditions which this record again 
makes manifest.

of the “cat and mouse” act, but inquiries 
in official circles show that those who are 
responsible for the administration of the 
act are satisfied with its working. 


They point out that the act was passed to 


meet a unique situation. They do not.claim 
that it is a perfect way out of the difficulty, 


‘but urge that no better solution has been 


suggested. 


The authorities still regard the increas- 


ingly general suggestion that the women 


should

be allowed to starve as impracti- 
The. suggestion that the women be 


deported is also regarded in the same light. 
In support of the act the authorities say 
that the fact that it has been so bitterly at- 
tacked by the militant suffragists proves thet 
it is slowly but surely causing a decided 
improvement in the situation. 


As an example the recent arrest of Sylvia 


Pankhurst is quoted. Formeriy whén she 
was released, which was inevitable in view 
of the determination of the authorities not 
to allow a suffragist to die in jail, she hae 
been immune from arrest until she com- 
mitted some fresh outrage, but recently she 
wae arrested while on her way to a meeting 
at Trafalgar Square, before she had an op- 
portunity of doing any damage. 


Strain on the Mind. 


A further result of the act has been that | 
the women who were released on license felt 


that they were liable to be arrested at any 
moment, and this told them that they must 
keep in hiding. After a time every man 
they met was regarded with suspicion, as 


} * 


might prove to be a detective. The re- 


sult has been a continual strain on the mind 
of a militant woman which resulted in more 
than one case in her leaving the country or 
abstaining from further violence. 


For the most part the public speakers 


among the women, although they incite to 
acts of violence, take no actual part in the 
perpetration of outrages, the two classes of 


workers being kept quite distinct. 


As a 


rule the women who are considered likely to 
commit acts of violence are well known to 
the police and are closely watched. 


It is obvious that the public attitude 


toward the militant has changed. The feel- 
ing expressed by a contemptuous shrug with 
which the first acts of violence were dis- 
missed developed into one of nauseated dis- 
gust which is now becoming hot anger anda 
desire for revenge. 


Advice of Dr. Mercter.

thur Mercier, a specialist in mental diseases, 
has attracted much attention. He bluntly 
advocates letting the women die of self-in-

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German Reichstag Receives Brief 
from Governor of Colonies Say- | intro 
ing Abolition Will Ruin Farm- 
ers—Socialists Cite Abuses. 


BERLIN, March 21.—A brief defending 
slavery for the colonies, declaring that its 
immediate abolition would lead to native up- 
risings, has been prepared by the governor 
of German East Africa, Dr. Schnee. 

In response to a resolution passed by the 
reichstag last year, calling for the termina- 
tion of household slavery by Jan. 1, 1920, Dr. 
Schnee has reported that there are about 
185,000 slaves in the colony at present, many 
of them captives in wars as late as 1905 and 
1906, while others are being imported even 
today from Portuguese East Africa and Brit- 
ish Cape Colony. 

A law passed a few years ago liberates all 
children of household slaves born after 1905; 
deaths are further reducing the number of 
slaves; many are able to buy their liberty 
for sums ranging from $2 to $15, and in addi- 
tion many owners are voluntarily giving’ 
their slaves freedom. 


Governor Fears Planters’ Ruin. 

The governor predicts that slavery prac- 
tically will have ceased to exist without 
further restrictive measures by 1930, and 
pleads against setting any fixed date for a 
general emancipation, which, he declares, 
would ruin many plantation owners, provoke 


cost the government at least $2,000,000 to 
indemnify owners for the lose of their prop- 
erty. 

The governor uses arguments that had a 
familiar ring in the United States sixty years 
ago. He says that the negro by no means 
feels the lack of personal liberty as a hard- 
ship; that the slavery is of a decidedly pa- 
triarchal character; that the labor exacted is 
light; that they are given certaih days each 
week to cultivate their own little garden. 
By a general emancipation. the aged slaves, 
who are now fed and sheltered dy their own J 
ers when no longer able to work, would be 
thrown destitute upon the world. 

Abuses Alleged in Reichstag. 

In discussion of the report in the budget 
committee of the reichstag the Socialists 
and Clericals sharply criticised the attitude; 
of the government, behind which, they 
averred, was the self-interest of the planta- 
tion owners, seeking a cheaply supply of 
labor. Advertisements from colonial news- 
papers, offering to sell or buy slaves, were 
read by the Socialists, who declared that 
the government was favoring and even pro- 
moting the slave trade, and a Clerical leader 
alleged that German planters organize regu- 
lar man hunts to get labor for their pianta- 
tions.

Fortunately we are «@ forgetful people, 
Two hundred millions of property loss and 
a considerable loss of life are not pleasing 
to remember. But the sooner forgotten, the 
sooner mended. Time spent in sitting be- 
neath the willows is time lust. Philosophers 
and sages tell us that a good forgetter is 
an asset—which ig true of vain remem- 
brance of idle sorrowing. 

It does not hold true of that type of re- 
membrance which we term building plans 
for the future based on past experiences. 
Forgetting to plan to prevent a repetition 
of disaster is expensive. That kind of a 
forgetter is a liability,

The geological survey report on the flood 
of 1918 begins with the statement: 
' “In no year since 1878 had the Ohio river 
failed, at some point along its course, to 
overfiow its banks and flood large areas of 
adjoining bottom lands, and in some years 
this flooding has been five times repeated.” 

When we read Monette’s article on 
“Floods in the Missiasippi,” in volume 
seven of the transactions of the Mississippi 
Historical society, we find from these two 
documents that there is on file some in- 
formation about floods, running all the way 
back to 1773, and there is a good deal of in- 
forma about those occurring during the 
last fiffy years. 


The trouble is that, once the water went 


down, and we got busy cleaning out the 
mud and repairing the washouts, we for- 
got.

It is safe 
to predict that $1,000,000,000 floods will re- 
place $200,000,000 floods.

the advertisement of the London 

Times, announcing the reduction vf its 

price to 1 penny, to appear in the 

Morning Post has served to call atten- 
tion to the fact that this paper is not only 
owned by the Countess of Bathurst, but like- 
wise managed by her. 

She takes an active share in ity manage- 
ment, and bes attracted some attention in the 
journalistic world by the readiness with 
which she changes the members of the staff 
of the paper whenever she has any reason to 
find fault with them. She Imherited the pa- 
ber from her father, the late Lord Glenesk, 
as his only surviving child, and is married 
to the seventh Eari of Bathurst, great-grand- 
son of that Lord Bathurst whose name is so 
profoundly execrated by the Bona partista 
owing to the circumstance that he was the 
statesman responsible for the exile and CADy 
tivity of the first Napoleon at St. Helene. 

Curiously enough, the present Lady Bat- 
hurst la an admirer of Napoleon, and when, 
during the Boer war. her husband was sebect- 
ed by the British government to command 
the garrison of St. Helena, where Gen. 
Cronje and some thousands of Boer pris- 
onere Were interned until the end of the con- 
fict, she made her headquarters in a bunga- 
low erected for the accommodation of her 
husband and hereelf, on the Longwood estate, 
Only a short distance from the house which 
had been the residence of the first Napoleon 
and where he died. 


Lady N anxious to buy Long 
Wood, but found that Queen Victoria on the 
occasion of her first stay in Paris had made sa 
present of it to Napoleon III.. while visiting 
with him the tomb of the first emperor under 
the dome of the Palace of the Invalides. 

Incidentally I may add hat Longwood hes

Lady Bathurst never makes any secret as 
to her resentment of the manner in wbich 
the first Napoleon was treated at St. Helena, 
and insists that bis exile there is one of the 
most deplorable pages of English history. 
She also states that his jailer, Sir Hudson 
Low, was stupid, mendaclous and little 
of a gentleman,” and that he contributed 
more than any one else to give Englishmen 
“the reputation of being cruel”

Lady Bathurst is one of the best known 
women in London society. This is due to the 
fact that her parents’ house was among the 
mos hospitable in London, that her mother’s 
saions enjoyed a European reputation, and 
that after Lady Glenesk's death it was she, 
Lady Bathurst, who was wont to de the 
honors of her father’s establishment. 

The house of the late Lord and Lady Olen. 
enk was in Piccadilly, just east of the Bach- 
elors club, and formerly belonged to the poet 
Byron. It was there that the bard wrote his 
“ Parisina”’ and his Siege of Corinth; 


and it was there. too, that he spent his brief 


married life, its salons constituting the scene 
of his Gnal quarrel and parting with Lady 
Byron. 

Lady Bathurst inherited the house from her 


father, but after a few years she sold it, and 


moved to Bruton street, owing to the fact

Lady Bathuret has been endeavoring for a

ther, Peter Borthwick, when it be- 
came par excellence the organ of Lord 
Palmerston, the champion in Engiand of the 
cause of the third Napoleon, and the London 
paper that devoted more space and attention 
than of its contgmporaries to the doings 
of and society in England. 

When Algernon Borthwick took it over 
from his father he greatly developed it in 
various ways, transformed it into an - 
tremely prosperous concern, and rendered 
ite foreign news second only in prestige to 
that of the Times. Through his occupancy 
during several autumn seasons of a castle 
in the neighborhood of Balmoral, he became 
known to Queen Victoria, who developed a 
great liking for both him and his wife, and 
first bestowed upon him a baronetcy and 
after that raised him te the peerage, as Lord 
Glenesk. 

The great sorrow of his life, awide from that 
of the loss of his gifted and popular wife, was 
the premature death of his only son, the Hon. 
Oliver Borthwick, an exceptionelly brilliant 
man of great promise, who had become his 
father’s principal Meutenant in the direction 
of the paper. 

A few years ago a United States postal 
clerk of Pueblo, in Colorado, known as Dwight 
Lawrence Bathurst, organized an association

Let the palm repre- 
sent the great mass and your fingers the 
veins. As it is now we are working on one 
of the veins and we have enough ore in sight 
to keep us busy for ten years or more without 
doing further development, and it is my per- 
sonal opinion that we have not yet scratched 
the surface of what la to come. In the United 
States we think it a good copper mine if the 
ore will yield 1 or 2 per cent to the ton. Here 
if the ore does not assay more than 3 percent 
we throw it away. Our average is about 8 
per cent or more, and we have taken out some 
which has yielded 40 per cent.” 


Visit to the Mine. 


During my stay here I have gone down into 
the mines. They already comprise about 
forty miles of underground workings, al- 
though where they are now mining the oper- 
ations are confined to a space of about one 
mile by a mile and a half. The mines are 
worked from the 200 to the 600 foot level and 
tests have been made which show that the 
copper goes down far below. 

Entering the shaft, we dropped to the 400

Several 
were executed, including Anna Michaelowna, 
the wife of Abramhoff.. She was a noble 
character and one of the hardest workers of 
our little band. She was hanged.”

HARLES H. BBBETS, president of 
the Brooklyn National league base- 
ball club, believes so strongly in the 
future of baseball, which he asserts 
is in its “infancy,” that he has in- 

vested practically the entire savings of a 
lifetime in the plant dedicated last year 
as Ebbets fl.. . It is called a $1,000,000 struc- 
ture— nearly all new baseball parks are 
$1,000,000 affairs in these days of the dollar 
sign. 

With his park properly dedicated, Charies 
Hercules sought other occasions for gale 
anniversaries and flag raisings. Ebbets 
field thus became the scene of a varied as- 
sortment of celebrations, from the anni- 
versary of the Declaration of Independence 
to the anniversary of the Big Wind. 

Running short of “ dedications for this 
year, and smarting under the charge that 
he would not spend real money for ball 
players, President Ebbets decided to an- 
swer both questions by the purchase of Joe 
Tinker when that opportunity came during 
an exchange of buffet oratory with Garry 
Herrmann, while both were attending a 

league meeting in New York. 


— 

Tinker was contracted for with $25,000 as 
the purchase price, of which $10,000 was to 
go to the former premier shortstop of the 
Cubs. Later the terms were modified so 
that Cincinnati would receive two players 
in part payment. In his plans to “ dedi- 
cate Joe Tinker, however, Charles Her- 
cules had neglected to consult said Tinker. 
In former years, such consultation as to the 
preference of a ball player was a mere for- 
mality. But the Federal league was stalk- 
ing about in the shadows seeking to pounce 
upon a bell wether. Tinker refused to re- 
port to Brooklyn. He enlisted with the 
Federals, and nis jump to the independents 
did more than anything else to convince ball 
pjayers and the public that the new organi- 
ization is more than a winter joke. 

Ebbets has seen enough of the ups and 
downs of baseball, has been through 
enough changes in circuit, and has been a 
club owner during enough baseball tur- 
moils to accept the situation philosophical- 
ly. Although the Federais have invaded 
his sacred precincts with a club in Brooklyn, 
Charles Hercules has his $1,000,000 Ebbets 
field, and he will find something to dedi- 
cate this season even if it is not Joe Tin- 
ker.

“Charley ” Ebbets was born Oct. 29, 1859, 
at Clark and Spring streets, New York | 
City. He attended public school 39 until 
his parents moved to Astoria, a hamiet on 
Long island. Astoria as a piace of resi- 
dence was not exciting enough for the pre- 
cocioys Charles. so he took leave of ab- 
sence from the home roof without the for- 
mality of notifying his parents. 
The only job the runaway could secure 
was on a schooner in Astoria bay, where

at that time really is responsible for his 
career in baseball, Ebbets’ brother was a 
friend of the men owning the Brooklyn 
baseball club, the syndicate consisting of 
Joseph J. Doyle George J. Taylor, then 
connected with the New York Herald; Fer- 
dinand Abell, and Charies J. Byrne. So in 
1883 Ebbets took a position with the ball 


club. He had no fitle, but his duties con- 


sisted of keeping the books, handling the 
money, and supervising the park em- 
ployés—all for $75 per month. 

For fifteen years Ebbets enacted this sub- 
ordinate role, bue he was accumulating 
baseball experience which later proved 
marketable. When Charles J. Byrne died in 
1898, Ebbéts succeeded him as president and 
assumed full charge of the club. Meantime 
the faithful clerk had been saving what 
he could from his salary, increased from 
time to time, and by careful investments 
had accu:nulated enough money to acquire 
21% per cent of the club stock upon his a- 
cession to the presidency. 


— 
It was in the early years of Ebbets’ régime 
that the old Brooklyn team received an 
influx of strength from the Baltimore Ori- 
oles and, with Ned Hanlon as manager, won 
the league pennants of 1800 and 1900. Those 
were the days of Iron Man” McGinnity. 
Then the old combination began to break 
up and to slip, as chimpionahip aggrega- 
tions are wont to do, and Ebbets has been 
unable to put together a pennant winner 
since. While Brooklyn was suffering re- 
verees on the diamond, Dbbets tried to for- 
get his disappointment in the political field. 
He served four years as a New York coun- 
climan and voted for a consolidation of the 
boroughs of Greater New York. After 
running for the upper body of the state 
legislature and being defeated by State 
Senator Frank Gardner, Ebbets began to 
doubt the “ intelligence of the voters.“ 
With so many “ dedications to plan, Eb- 
bets has no time now for more than a pass- 
ing interest in polities. His sole amd. ton 
has become centered in the Brooklyn base- 
bali club, Ebbets fie'd, and Charles H. Eb- 
bets Jr. He ls training Ebbets Jr. to become 
his successor by providing the latter with 
the presidency of an Internationa) league.

WILLIAM A. BRADY, Most Picturesque Fi igure in 
Sporting and Theatrical World, Tells of His Life. 


Third eee : . Three Years on the Coast as ren re and eee Yield Mach Valuable Experience but Little Financial Gain.

REMAINED at the California theater 
through the Campbell engagement, dur- 
ing which we produced several plays. 
These Bert had arranged to have repro- 
duced on tour on the coast by the Bert 
Dramatic company, which was headed by 
Joseph R. Grismer and Phobe Davis. 

I was sent on to Sacramento to stage the 
plays for the touring company, and there for 
the first time met Grismer, who afterward 
became my partner, and who, in fact, is in- 
terested with me to this day in several 
plays, the principal of Which, Way Down 
Hast,” made us over $1,000,000 in nineteen 
years. Phoebe Davis, now dead, played Anna 
in this piece for most of that time. So great 
has been the drawing power of Way Down 
East," so undiminished, that I am constant- 
ly refusing offers amounting to thousands of 
dollars a month for the privilege of putting 
this piece on in stock. 

As Grismer was on the point of leaving 
Bert and starting the Grismer-Davis com- 
pany, he took me over at §20 a week to be 
his stage manager and play comedy parts. 

I toured wtih this company about three 
years, during which time I received the most 
valuable experience of my life. We played 
about everything. One night I would be the 
newsboy in Under the Gaslight,’’ and the 
next the King or the first Grave Digger in 
Hamlet.“ Then I would play Puffy in 
The Streets of New Tork,“ and again Dan- 
glers in Monte Cristo.” And so it went— 
‘constant change, constant study, new ex- 

riences. Our répertoire was at least a 
undred plays long. 

Each of us used to carry his costumes and 
makeup for ten or fifteen plays in one little 
trunk. We played mining camps, discovered 


new territory, and in fact were one of the 


first dramatic companies to play Montana. 
The great boom of the northwest had not 
begun. Butte Was only a little bit of a place, 
and Spokane was nothing at all. There 
was not a decent hotel in the whole section. 

Salt Laké City was a veritable metropolis. 
The town was as far east as any of the Pa- 
cific companies had ever dared go. I felt 
as if I were in London when I trod the boards 
of the Sait Lake City theater. 

The Mormon church owned the playhouse, 
and we had to pay e tithing for the privilege 
of performing there. Brigham Young was a 
great lover of the theater. He used to bring 
all of his numerdus families with him to the 
play and take all the boxes he wanted. 
Sometimes there would be four boxes filled 
with his offspring. Also, he used to love to 
go back of the stage and talk to the actors, 
and we came to regard him as a broad 
minded man of great ability. 

For that matter, all of the Mormons are 
crazy about the theater. They seem to de 
peculiarly gifted in a dramatic way. I have 
never seen so large a percentage of really 
talented amateur players in any other com- 
munity. They had a dramatic company 
which used to give three or four perform- 
ances a year in the Sait Lake theater, and 
did splendid work—work worthy of any pro- 
fessional company.. These performances 
were social events, and got the support of the 
Mormon church. A young man named 
Wells, who afterward became governor of 
Utah, was one of the best leading amateur 
actors I’ve ever seen. 

Annie Adams, who came from the Mormon 
country, was a member of our company one 
year, playing in “ The Shadows of a Great 
City.“ She used to hfve her little girl along 
with her. This little girl used to sing pretty 
songs and pick the banjo and played the part 
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of Peanuts in Under the Gaslight.” 
Afterward, when I produced She at the 
Alcazar theater in San Francisco, this self- 
same little girl was one of my ballet of six 
that danced in the cave scene. In short, this 
selfsame child who traveled around with

Maude Adams, probably the greatest of ‘he

ance of Louis XI., Shylock, Richelieu, King 
Lear, and King John compared favorably 
with those of Irving, Booth, or any other of 
the great actors of my time. Later I played 
email Shakspearean parts with Booth, Rosai, 
Salvini, and Mme. Ellemerich, a great Ger- 
man actress who came to San Francisco and 
played in English for the first time, but who 
later, disappointed with her reception there, 
returned to Germany. These artists all 
played with California stock companies. 

I had the low comedy instinct, and when I 
played with the great stars I have mentioned 
my experience was largely confined to such 
parts as the first grave digger in Hamlet,“ 
Roderigues in Othello,“ Gobbo in The 


2 
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Merchant of Venice,“ the fool in King 
Lear, Touchstone in As You Like It.“ the 
lord mayor in Richard III.,“ and Peter in 
Romeo and Juliet.“ That was my line, and 
I was considered. one ot the best in the field. 

What I learned about Shakspeare from this 
experience has stood me in good stead. For 
one thing, it has enabled me to advance and 
assist Robert Mantell in hie Shakespearean 
productions, from which I receive from 
$25,000 to $30,000 a year as my share of the 
profits. 


— 
I don't agree with the popular notion that 
Shakspeare spells ruin. Edwin Booth died 


one t the present who is being prepared to do 
it. You ask the average actor to play Shak- 
speare, wand he looks at you contemptuously 

“ "What do I want to play that old 


The other day I offered a prominent actor 
—an old man—who commands about $150 a 
week, $200 a week to go out with Mantel 
and play such old men's parts as Polonius, 
Antonio, and Kent in King Lear.” He re- 
plied that he would rather play modern parts 
at $50 a week than Shakspeare at $200. This 
attitude of the American actor I cannot un- 
derstand. 

Let the young actor take this tip from one 
who has studied Shakspeare, played it, and 
for many years observed it both from an 
artistic and a business standpoint: Study 
Shakspeare, get an apprenticeship in a 
Shakspearean company, go at it seriously, 
and play it as often as you can. 


_ 

Finally I broke away from Grismer and 
accepted an engagement with M. B. Curtis, 
who years later shot a policeman in San 
Francisco and got into serious trouble. We 
went east, playing Samuel of Posen, for 
part of a season. Then I left Curtis and 
toured the east in Cymbeline " and ‘“‘ Meas- 
ure for Measure.“ 

But Shakspeare wrote his failures as well 
as his successes, and Cymbeline and 
Measure for Measure may be classed as 
two of the former so far as the box office is 
concerned. The result was that the Morri- 
son company got into financial straits and 
came near going to pieces. Then I proposed 
to Morrison that he make a production of 
Faust.“ which Henry Irving had just done 
successfully in England. I nad got hold of 
one of Irving’s souvenir books, and had also 
a printed copy ot Faust written by Bailey 
Bernard. This play hadmever been presented 
in America with the Brocken scene—a moun- 
tain scene full of witches, devils, and the 
like, I persuaded Morrison that it would bea 
great scheme for him to do Mephistopheles 
and have the Brocken feature in the play. 

Morrison secured booking for Faust at 
the Columbia theater, Chicago—we were then 
somewhere in West Virginia—and I was sent 
on there a month in advance to produce 
the play. I think I had about $400 saved 
up at that time, and I was given full swing. 
When I got to Chicago I started in to prepare 
the thing on what was then a big scale. 
Morrison failed to send me money as he 
had promised, but sfich was my confidence 
in the piece that I did not hesitate to spend 
the entire $400 of my own money to push 
the production along. I finally succeeded in 
getting Faust on with the Brocken scene 
in it. But the piece failed, and we found 
ourselves facing dissolution. At an oppor- 
tune moment, however, we got a guarantee 
to go over and play a few weeks at a north 
sidé. theater which was in bad shape, and in

I 3 this change of fortune swelled Nor- 
rison’s head, for I began to observe that he 
was inclined to take more credit for the piece 
than I thought he was entitled to, particular- 
ly as he had not paid me back my $400, and 
I had a line on the program stating that the 
piece was produced under my personal su- 
Por vision. I Shall never forget that line on 
the program: Produced under the personal 
supervision, etc.” I had never enjoyed any- 
thing of the kind before. I used to keepa 
program in my pocket and take it out sur- 
reptitiously and read those fascinating words 
over and over again. I confess that it swelled 
my head a little, too.

Years ago there were reproach and in- 
cemprehersion when Millet portrayed the 
peasant at work in the fields. Realism had 
mo place im art, the critics said. But his 
realism is enly a faint shadew of the truth 
beside Meunier’s eourageous portrayal ef the 
mest cemmen types of everyday life, the 
basic features ef eur industrial world, the 
minute cegs whieh before have been only 
recegnized as a part of the machine, ret of 
human beings. 

His “Smith” he calls the “knight ef 
laber,“ and his Dockhand” is a perfect 
representation ef the dignity and grace of 
the proletarian spirit. The artist's constant 
theme is the struggle of man against the 
eternal fatalities of nature and the pressure 
and stramm ef work. 

+ * 
Mot an Appeal or a Protest. 

Meunier knew what he was portraying. 
Bern of humble people, he spent his yeuth 
in the suburbs of Brussels, and watched 
ever with keenest interest the struggles of 
the miners, the ambitions and hopes of the 
Auarrymen, and the patient endeavor of the 
workers at the forge and the blast furnace. 


At first he wa» draftsman only—later 


painter, and last as the finished preduct, 
sculpter, And these two early occupations 
have-given to his werk a finesse and pre- 
cisien net te be found ‘im many of the mod- 
ern sculptors where so often the energy is 
put entirely into the idea instead of into line 
and modeling. 


It was at the glass werks ef Val Saint- 
Lambert that the great vision of his future 
work came to him, and as he watched the 
earnest preoccupation of the workers, their 
spirit of unity and cedperation, there came 
to him the idea of the great estheties of 
work.” 

His art is net an appeal te the sympathy 
er to the emotions. He seorns sentimental- 
ity or weakening pity. It is not an appeal 
or a protest. It is a eeurageous aceeptaace 
of conditions as they are, and an effort to 
wrest from these conditions all that is noble 
and fine. He gives esthetie expression te 
the medern worker as the Greeks gave it to 
the gladiater or the wrestler. In his werk 
the social and the artistic interests are weld- 
ed. To the Greek idealism has been added 
a deep modern humanitarianism. His sym- 
pathy is for that section of laber where the 
toll is great and the reward small. 

In the catalogue written for the present 
American exhibition, Christian Brinton says 
of Meunier: 

“There can be no question concerning the 
relative: status of Constantin Meunier. 
Though in a measure restricted in scope, it 
ranks in general significanee beside the pel- 
Incid and spacious vision of Puvis de Cha- 
vannes, the penetrant humanity of Eugene 


Carriere, and the sensuous unrest of Auguste 
Rodin, At ence the poet of the past and the 


present, his artistic heritage may be traced

cient ‘sculpture. Bearing with manful mien 
their burden of earthly tefl and tribulation.

And 
just as assuredly does their earnest souled 
creater find his place in the pantheon of 
medern art, He possesses, indeed, dual claim 
to his hard won haven.

Before I answered the first letter I received 
I made up «a list of the women I knew who.

analysis of them. There were four names 


of work and dissimilar in character, looks, 
disposition, and mental equipment. 

They represent four distinct types. Did 
they have a single characteristic in on- 
mon? I found that they did and was en- 
ebled te make up a little list of qualifica- 
tions and I have been using it in letters 
to those of my correspondents who desire to 
get into secretarial work. However, it is 
one thing te say that in order to be à private 
secretary it is necessary to be a competent 
stenographer, mistress of detail, to have 
business sense, tact, a good memory, intui- 
tion, a knowledge of human nature (employ- 
er human nature especially), and a fund 
of general information, and another to tell 
how one may secure a position as secretary. 
To one hundred openings for stenographers 
there is one for the secretary.

Some Instances in Point. 

The following brief business histories of 
the women whose careers have furnished me 
with all the first hand information I possess 
about secertaries will serve as illustrations 
of the difficulties and opportunities in thet 
line of work: 

Miss T. is secretary to the business man- 
ager of a firm of interior decorators. She 
started to work for them ten years ago when 
Bhe finished school and after a year of 
straight stenographic work learned the filing 
and record system.

An Ad Helped Her to Success. 


Four years of conscientious and hard work 
with various firms had made of Margaret an 
excellent stenographer and an all around 
good business woman.

She didn't seem to be able to 
make connections with the firms which could 
afford to pay good salaries. 

One day she answered an ad in the paper 
for a position which offered $10 a week more 
than she was getting and the requirements 
ef which she was quite certain she couldn't 
fill. It sounded so attractive, however, and 
she was ambitious enough to be uncomforta- 
ble when she wasn't doing something to im- 
prove her lot, so she spent an afternoon 
writing a letter of application.

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Selection and Care of Milk.

In the selection and care of milk for infant 
feeding the three great essentials are that 
it come from healthy cows, that it is clean, 
and that it is fresh. 

The reason that mother’s milk is prefer 
able to cow's milk is because it is sterile. 
There is no danger of disease germs getting 
into it before the baby has it. as is often the 
case with cow's milk. With cow's milk there 
is always the possibility of contamination 
from one source or another unless the great-

That makes it 
harder to clean the ice box—besides, milk 
absorbs bad odors. The milk should be put 
in a compartment in the refrigerator either 
in direct contact with the ice or near it. 
Often the amount of ice is so small and the 
bottles so far away that the temperature 
of the milk is never below 60 or 65 degrees F. 
The refrigerator should have a temperature

Verhaeren wrote of Meunier: ‘“* All the an- 
guish which Agisander pictures in the 
Laocotn, all the abnegation that Michel- 
angelo suggests in the fettered and submis- 
sive figure of the Slave, Constantin Meunier 
expresses in latter-day bronze or plaster. 
And for the stressful agony of the Laocotn 
and the Slave modern sculpture here sub- 
stitutes. a fortitude more heroic and pro- 
found, a resignation nobler and more tragic.”

“English country squire who owned it sent it 
to a Royal academy loan exhibition of old 


masters. 


From the moment it was hung at Burting- 
ton house connoisseurs awoke to its. impor- 
tance. Here was an almost unique example 
of the great Spanish master, a beautiful nude 
by Velasquez, wlio almost never painted 
nudes and rarély beautiful women. Many 
tempting offers were made to the owner, but 
for fifteen years he resisted them and the pic- 
ture remained in Rokeby hall. 

At last Agnew, the London dealer, men- 
tioned an irresistible figure, so the owner pat- 
riotically offered the picture to the National 
gallery for a smaller sum. The authorities, 
not having the money, were obliged to de- 
cline, so the dealer secured the picture. At 
this all England was aroused: a public sub- 
scription was statted to supplement the gal- 
lery funds and the nation finally bought the 
treasure for $225,000. 

Four years later, in April, 1910, the au- 
thenticity of the picture was attacked. An 
English critic named Greig professed to dis- 
cover in a shadow under the foot of Venus 
two monograms which together formed the 
initials of Juan Bautista del Mazo, the son- 
in-law and pupil of Velasquez. The fact that 
no one else could see the monograms, or had 
ever found them during years of microscopic 
study, was not regarded in the outcry which 
arose. 

The attack led to careful research, which 
established beyond all possible question the 
fact that the Venus was painted by Velas- 
ques. A Mr. Morritt, owner of Kokeby hall 
in 1806, had bought the picture from an Eng- 
lishman named Wallis, who had purchased 
it in Spain from one Sefior Godol, known as 
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the “Prince of Peace.” A 
Don Antonio Pons saw it at the house of the 
Duke of Alba, and described it in his Voy- 
age im Spain,“ published in Madrid in 1776. 
Now, thie Duke or Alba was descended in 
the female line from that great Duke of 
Olivares, Whose portrait by. Velasquez the 
late Mr. Altman almost bought; for in 168% 
f. bad duaerto’ the 
laat scion of that ancient house, and with 
‘her had inherited. {ts property and collec- 
tions. So the Olivares inventories, of which 
two egisted, were searched for mention of 
the Venus, and in the second, dated 1688, an 
accurate description was found, with the 
statement: This picture is an originad of 
Don .Diego Velasquez.” Thus, less than 
twenty-two years efter the master’s death. 
the authenticity of his work was legali~ cer- 
tified by a grandee of Spain, his friend and 
patron.

Dr. August Mayer, the well known expert 
in Spanish art, who recently arrived in New 
York to study American collections, ascribes 
the “ Venus with a Mirror” to Velasques’s 
dest period, after his second. return from 


Ttaly.

States so favorable as they 
are at present. The nation 
has been passing through a 
period of transition ; the busi- 
ness world has adjusted, or 
is adjusting, itself to new and changed con- 
ditions resulting from the great wealth and 
progress of the country. But, the investing 
peoples of other nations are asking why it 
is that our business prosperity is so fre- 
quently and seriously interrupted. They 


wonder why it is that, with our great and growing wealth and re- 
sources and our superior advantages, we are not more continuously 


prosperous; why we are not 
more stable in prices and values 
and in general conditions; why 
there is ever any disposition on 
the part of any one to interfere 
with the normal development of 
American industries. 

I venture the assertion that it 
is largely because of much un- 
necessary agitation and ill-con- 
sidered criticism by those who 
have not the nation’s best inter- 
ests at heart. There is too much 
demagogy, too much mud-sling- 
ing. The man out of office criti- 
cises the one in office, and the 
one in office in turn seeks to 
advance his own interests regard- 
less of the effect upon all others. 


[N many public speeches, and in 

magazine articles, the authors 
are influenced by motives of self- 
ishness or cupidity. Appeals are 
made for the purpose of creating 
a feeling of dissatisfaction and 
unrest when it is unnecessary 
and unjustified. It is not un- 
common in public discussions to 
treat success as an offense; to 
consider the possession of wealth, 
however honestly acquired, to 
be wrong. Legislation calcu- 
lated to create classes is urged 
persistently ; also laws to impose 
unnecessary and unreasonable 
burdens; to take forcibly from 
one sométhing which he has and 
is erititled to have, and turn it 
over to another; to prevent or to 
lessen the success of legitimate 
enterprise and endeavor. 

Capital, always timid, has been 
seriously affected by this hys- 
terical agitation and attack. In- 
deed, it is becoming frightened. 
Confidence has been shaken. It 
is becoming almost impossible 
to secure, on fair terms, on good 
security and at a reasonable rate 
of interest, the necessary capital 
to equip or liberally maintain 
going and successful properties, 
to say nothing of the additions

Swick, Frederic Myers, and Edmund Gurney 
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— from their personal observations were inclined to à erystal or other body with a reflecting surface, 


the belief that memory was a vastly more complicated, 
extensive, and retentive process than was then com- 
monly supposed. That this was the case Gurney in 
particular demonstrated, soon after the organization 
of the society, by carrying out an elaborate series of 
experiments that constituted the first really psycho- 
logical investigation ever made of the strange phe- 
nomena of hypnotism. He discovered, among much 
else, that although persons, on being brought back to 
their normal waking state, had no conscious recol- 
lection of what had transpired while they were hyp- 
notized, they nevertheless did somehow possess a 
true memory of the things said to them during hyp- 
nosis; as was proved by the fact that, if ordered to 
perform a certain act, or acts, at a specified time 
after they had been dehypnotized, they would faith- 


fully execute the command, albeit without being able’ 


to give any reason for doing so, and often without 
being aware that they had done so. 

More than this, Gurney found to his astonishment 
that it often was possible to detect in the waking state 
the presence and operation of thesubmerged hypnotic 
memories by means of “automatic writing.” That is 
to say, if the “subject,” after being brought out of 

hypnosis, were given 
pencil and paper, and a 
screen held between 
his face and his 

hand so that 


he could not see the ¥ 
paper, he would © 0 
write, without being ®t, 
conscious of what he — 

was doing, sentences — a 

referring to the statements made to him 

while hypnotized. That he really was not con- 
scious of the words his hand formed, was evi- 
denced by his invariable inability, despite the 
offer of substantial sums of money, to tell what 
he had written. Equally astonishing was the 
diseovery made by another investigator, Mr. 
Myers, that some “subjects,” if told after 
they had been dehypnotized to gaze into re 
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would see in it hallucinatory pictures representing 
the ideas conveyed to them during hypnosis. 

To illustrate, Mr. Myers once hypnotized a young 
man, a simple working-lad, and narrated to him the 
story of the appearance of Banquo’s ghost at Mac- 
beth’s feast. After he had been awakened, the offer 
of a liberal reward failed as usual to elicit from him 
any account of what he had just been told. He was 
then ordered to look into a glass of water. Only a 


few minutes elapsed before he exclaimed:

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Shillworthy that neither I nor anyone else guessed: 
At any rate I knew well enough what was required 
of me. Consequently my secretary drew a check 
for $100, and I enclosed it in a letter to Shillworthy, 
telling him how delighted I was to aid such a highly 
moral movement. My tongue was in my cheek as 
I signed the letter. 

A few days later came another letter from Shill- 
worthy. He asked if I would act as counsel for the 
Association. He explained that the Association 
would be incorporated by Congress so as to give it 
greater standing than if it were incorporated in 
New York. He sent me a list of the incorporators, 
which read like a combination of the Directory of 
Directors and the Social Register. Shillworthy must 
have gone up and down Wall Street raking in the 
biggest men in New York, and his wife must have 
traveled up and down Fifth Avenue getting the 
women. What between high finance and high society 
I felt I was in pretty good company; and nothing 
helps a man more than to be connected with a great 
public movement :that is purely unselfish. I saw 
that my hundred dollars had been well invested, and 
I wrote to Shillworthy that I would act as the legal 
adviser of the Association without remuneration as, 
like himself, I was deeply interested in the mental 
and spiritual improvement of ‘the Indian. 

That was the middle of November, and on the first 
Monday in December Congress met as usual. Shortly 
afterwards Shillworthy came to Washington. He 
explained that he had decided to spend the winter 
there, partly because of the interest he took in the 
Indian Association and he wanted to see it start off 
with a big boom, and because his wife was being 


treated by a famous Washington nerve specialist. 


Shillworthy took a large house, he brought down a 
corps of well trained servants and his carriages and 
horses. He was not a man who splurged with his 
money or made a show, but he did everything well, 
and Washington tradesmen welcomed him as an- 
other good thing, and Washington society saw an- 
other place to gabble, gobble and git. 


As COUNSEL for the Association I supposed 
Shillworthy would want me to draft the bill 
for their incorporation, but as several days went by 
and he said nothing I thought he had overlooked 
that important detail. If I had known him as well 
then as I came to know him later, I should have 
known he was not the man to forget anything when 
his interests were concerned, no matter how trivial. I 
suggested to him that the bill ought to be introduced, 
but he told me there was no hurry and I need not 
concern myself about it. Senator Bartman, he said, 
had to stand sponsor in the Senate, but that, 
of course, was merely a matter of routine, as there 
would be no opposition to such a meritorious scheme. 

Bartman was the Senator who had sat in a poker 
game with a few of us at Chamberlin’s one night, 
a few months previously, when Shillworthy had lost 
$35,000 to the Senator as lightly as I might flip a 
dime to a street beggar. Well, it was none of my 
affair, but when Shillworthy gave his time to im- 
proving the condition of the Indian and Bartman 
was also a convert to the cause, it struck me that it 
would be well for a hardworking but trusting lobby- 
ist to be careful he wasn’t asked to buy a gold brick. 
I felt that Shillworthy and Bartman in partnership 
as moral uplifters and dealers in all kinds of philan- 
thropie goods meant a job somewhere, but I couldn’t 
see what they were driving at. The day before Con- 
gress adjourned for the Christmas recess Bartman

put in the bill, which was as innocent as a new-born 
babe, and like it, had neither teeth nor elaws. It 
simply incorporated the Association, mentioned the 
names of the incorporators, and stated that its pur- 
pose was to improve the condition of the Indian. 
When I read the bill I felt I had been unjust to 
Shillworthy, and while he might be a shark in Wall. 
Street and without mercy in a business deal, similar 
to nearly all other men, he had virtues as well as 
faults. 

Shillworthy’s next step was to have a public meet- 
ing to arouse interest in the scheme. Just how he 
worked it and what strings he pulled I never knew, 
but shortly after the New Year the Washington 
papers came out with first page announcements of 
a meeting the following week at one of the theatres 
to be presided over by the Bishop of Washington, 
with addresses from the President, the Seeretary of 
War, who had long shown his interest in the Indian; 
Senator Bartman, clergymen and other prominent 


people. 


N WASHINGTON when the President goes no 

one stays behind. The theatre that night was 
crowded, and as it was a free show the public was out 
in force, but I don’t think Shillworthy eared so much 
for numbers as he did for quality. The quality ought 
to have satisfied the most exacting. The President’s 
wife was in a box, in other boxes were the wives of 
diplomats and cabinet ministers; nearly all society 
and half of Congress were in the orchestra seats. 
The audience gave the President a great reception 
and applauded him loudly when he said nothing 
would give him greater pleasure than to sign the 
bill incorporating the Association ; the other speakers 
were equally well received. Everyone went away 
very well satisfied, although I don’t suppose there 
were a dozen people in the audience who had a clear 
idea exactly what the Association intended to do, 
but that really made no difference, The main pur- 
pose had been accomplisiied. The Association had 
been endorsed by everybody of importance from the 
President down and received a certificate of the 
highest respectability. 

The next move in improving the mental and 
spiritual condition of the Indian was the formation, 
at Shillworthy’s suggestion, of an executive com- 
mittee consisting of prominent Washington society 
people whose devotion to good causes did not pre- 
vent them from giving extremely good dinners sev- 
eral times during the season. One of the members 
of the committee, a retired lawyer, Bumpus by name, 
thought the bill incorporating the Association ought 
to set out more in detail what the Association in- 


‘ tended to do. The suggestion had really been put in 


his head by Shillworthy, but Bumpus was too much 
filled with his own importance to see that he was 
merely a voice. Shillworthy agreed with Bumpus, 
and explained that ‘the Government’s Indian policy 
had been a mistaken one, although with the best 
intentions. The real way to efvilize the Indian was 
to turn him from agriculture into industry, and if 
Congress gave it permission the Association would 
establish certain industries in the Indian Territory 
for which the Indian was peculiarly adapted and 
would soon make him want to wear store clothes and 
silk hats. The committee decided to ask Bartman to 
withdraw his bill and put in another granting the 
Association larger powers. ) 

When Bartman introduced his new bill I was suf- 
ficiently interested to secure a copy and see what

In 
the second bill the Association was 
incorporated for industrial and other 
purposes with a capital of $100,000, 
“contributed by the incorporators and 
such other persons as they may ask 
to share with them,” and the Asso 
ciation was given power from time to 
time to increase the capital in such 
amounts as the directors for the time 
being may deem necessary to carry on 
the work for which the said Associa- 
tion is organized.” These changes 
made it possible for the Association 
to do practically anything and to have 
unlimited capital. The bill was so 
craftily drawn and the language used 
was purposely made so obscure that 
a casual reading would fail to reveal 
exactly what the powers of the Asso- 
ciation were, but a lawyer could un- 
derstand, and for a moment I was 
staggered.
